2. Immediate bar on “milita- 
rastic and Fascist organizations’ 
and expulsion of “Hitler offi- 
cials” from the West German 
government. 

3.° Establishment of an.  all- 
German provisional government 
of “representatives from both 
parts of the nation.” 

4. Afterward, complete Ger- 
man control of a unifying elec- 
tion with Big Four supervision 
forbidden. 

5. Withdrawal of all occupation 
troops within a year after con- 
clusion of a German peace treaty 
to be drafted at a conference 
in 1954 of all former powers 
with the all-German provisional 
government. 

6. Immediate bar on the devel- 
opment, manufacture oy station- 
ing of atomic and bacterioligical 
weapons in Germany. This would 
apply at once to United States 
atomic artillery along the Rhine. 

7. Prohibition on united Ger- 
many“ joining any warlike 
coalition,” a clear reference in 
Communist terms to the Eu- 
ropean Defense Community. 

Announced by Germans. 

Playing to a gallery of 68- 
000,000 Germans at the Berlin 
conference, Molotov apparently 
let the Soviet zone regime be 
first, presumably for prestige, in 
coming out publicly with his 
own scheme. He is to elaborate 
on it next week to the three 
Western foreign ministers.

Procedures developed there 
have become widely accepted as 
standard throughout the United 
States Beilmann told the Post-

He also advised that trees be 
watered to compensate for ef- 
fects of months of dry weather 
in this area.

NEW YORK, Jan. 30 (AP) 
— Since Joseph Stalin’s death 
Moscow has named 31 new en- 
voys abroad, a count yesterday 
disclosed. New men, many di- 
rect from Moscow, have gone 
out to represent the Kremlin in 
most of the countries with which 
Moscow has relations. 


Some of the more important 
assignments have gone to men 
who made their careers in high 
levels of the Communist party 
and have had no previous di- 
plomatic experience. The 
changes made in satellite coun- 
tries, especialy, look like a 
tightening of party control over 
those tountries. Six satellite 
countries have received new So- 
viet envoys in the post-Stalin 
period. The Soviet representa- 
tives in those countries look less 
and less like diplomats, more 
and more like Kremlin procon- 
suls. It has become Moscow 
policy to replace career di- 
plomats in satellites with tough, 
experienced men from Nikita 
Krushchev’s Central Commit- 
tee.

Sim- 
ultaneously their predecessors 
have returned to Moscow for 
reindoctrination. 

The Central Committee of 
the Communist party — under 
Khrushchev, who js thought to: 
work hand in glove with Pre- 
mier Malénkov—has sent some 
of its high ranking and trusted 
party career men into the min- 
istry of foreign affairs. 

Just a few days ago the 
appointment of Nikolai Firyu- 
bin as ambassador to Czechoslo- 
vakia was announced. Firyubin 
is a typical party veteran with 
no experience in diplomacy. He

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Corporations and Corporation Shareholders Will Get 
Bulk of Three Billion Dollars a Year Tax Savings 
—Administration Hopes to Encourage Investment 
and Business Expansion for National Prosperity.

The bill, now being written by the 
House Ways and Means Committee, follows 
closely the lines of President Eisenhower's 
budget message recommendations, It will 
still be subject to a working over in the 
Senate Finance Committee. Its final form 
will not be the House Committee bill 
“without dotting an I or crossing a T” — 
the boast of Illinois’s Representative Noah 
Mason—but probably it will be pretty close 
to it. 


Of the benefits accruing to taxpayers 
seme $3,750,000,000 of the three bil- 
lion dollars plus—will go to corpora- 
tions and the holdets of corporation 
shares. 


This is quite frankly a tax bill which 
puts to test the “trickle down” theory of 
maintainin’ prosperity, as opposed to the 
theory that prosperity is best maintained 
by lightening the tax load on consumers 


and low-income families to increase their | 


purchasing power. 
. * * 


THE OPPOSING points of view are no- 
where more clearly apparent than in the 


theory that dividends from corporation 
stocks represent double taxation, and their 
rejection of a proposal to increase personal 
and dependent exemptions from $600 to 
$700 a year. 


The first, written into the bill, affects 
the 8 per cent of American families who 
own corporation stocks and, when fully 
effective after three years, would relieve 


taxes.

The second would affect every taxpayer, 
and would have reduced taxes by two bil- 
lion or two and one-half billion dollars 
a year. 


President Eisenhower, in his budget mes- 
gage, recommended the special treatment 
for dividend incomé, saying the present 
system of treating it just as any other in- 
come was unfair and discouraged invest- 
ment. 


Allowance to individual taxpayers of a 
portion of the tax previously paid by cor- 
porations in which they are shareholders, 
the President said, would promote invest- 
ment, and that, in tarn, would mean busi- 
ness expansion and more production and 
more jobs. 


Within a few days after the budget 
message was delivered, the Ways and 
Means Committee made public its pro- 
posed amendment of the law relating to 
dividend income taxation, and invest- 
ments prompfly became more attractive, 
as reflected by rising quotations on the 
New York Stoek Exchange, The Ex- 
change staged its strongest and most 
sustained rally of a year, and stock 
prices rose to the best levels in 10 
months. 


The plan recommended by the Presi- 
dent, and accepted by the Ways and Means 
Committee, was to permit taxpayers to 
disregard for tax purposes, the first $50 
of dividend income received in the first 
year of the plan’s operation, and the first 
$100 in later years. In addition, credits 
would be allowed, 5 per cent the first 
year, 10 per cent the second, and 15 per 
tent in the third and subsequent years— 
these percentages to be computed on divi- 
dend income but deducted, not from in- 
come, but from the tax as computed be- 
fore the deduction. The result is that the 
savings on dividend income are much 
more than the 5, 10 or 15 per cent used in 
the computation. 


For example: 


Taxpayer A has a salary of $5000 a year. 
He also received $50 in dividend income. 
He excludes that $50—the maximum that 
can be excluded the first year—before 
starting to compute his tax, so he is back 
to $5000 annual income. His deductions 
tome to $500—10 per cent of income—so 
his net income is $4500. From this he 
deducts $600 as a personal exemption, 
leaving $3900 as taxable income. His tax, 
at this year's rates, is $911.40. 


Taxpayer B has the same income, $5050 
@ year, but it all comes from salary, His 
tax is $922.47 a year—a little more than 
taxpayer A because no part of his income 
gets the special treatment for dividends. 


Taxpayer C has an income of $5050 a 
year too, but he gets all his from divi- 
dends. His tax would be $568 a year. 


All of the foregoing examples indicate 
results of the special treatment of divi- 
dend income in the first year of operation. 
The spread between the tax paid on 
earned income and the smaller tax on 
dividend ine»me would be greater in sub- 
sequent years when the initial deduction 
ls doubled and the percentage credit, 
tripled. 

Take taxpayer X, who has an income of 
$12,000 a year, all of it salary. He has a 
wife and two children. His tax is $1836 
a year.

In the 
first year of operation of the proposed 
law his tax would be not $1836, but 
$1225.50. By the third year, and for sub- 
sequent years, he would pay no tax 
whatever. 


There is another theory which has re- | 


spectable backing among economists, that 
the payment of income tax on dividend in- 
come is not double taxation at all. Cor- 
porations, of course, pay income taxes, 
but in this theory corporations figure 
their taxes into the cost of doing business 
just as they figure in the cost of labor 
and materials, and all these costs are 
passed along to consumers. What remains 
is profit, some or all of which may be 
passed along to the owners of the corpora- 
tion as dividends, and when received by 
them, be taxed as income. 


The special treatment for dividend in- 
come written into the House bill is an 
system in use in Canada. 


-veral years ago it per- 
mitted Canadian taxpayers to deduct from 
their tax payments 10 per cent of what 
they had received as dividend income and 
this year that percentage was increased 
to 20 per cent. 


The committee would not go along, 
however, with another feature of the 
Canadian law under which there is a 
withholding of tax on dividend income 
at the source, just as in this country 
there is a withholding at the source 
of taxes due on wages and salaries. 


In the Canadian system the tax with- 
holding on dividend income -at the source 
is intended as a check against cheating on 
tax returns. That is taken care of in the 
House bill by the provision that the first 
$50 and later the first $100 of dividend in- 
come is not to be counted at all. The com- 
mittee’s technicians said most of the cheat- 
ing on dividend income was by those who 
did not have much dividend income. 


« . * 


THE SECOND MAJOR CHANGE made 
by the Ways and Means Committee lib- 
eralizes the tax treatment of depreciation 
charges. Its cost in the first year would be 
$375,000,000, and by the third year, when 
fully effective, $1,550,000,000. Taken to- 
gether with the tax treatment of dividend 
income, this step accounts for $2,750,000,- 
000 of the three billion dollars plus reduc- 
tion in -taxes provided in the bill. 


At present, depreciation is charged off, 
for tax purposes, at a uniform rate over 
the putative useful life of buildings, equip- 
ment and machinery. The deductions al- 
lowed are often, especially in the early 
years, less than actual depreciation. 


Any automobile owner can understand 
this. His new automobile, if it is driven 
around the block, becomes a second-hand 
car and as such is valued at very much 
less than the new car which it is. 


The present system, President Eisenhow- 
er suggested, discourages long-range in- 
vestment and the early replacement of old 
equipment with new and more productive 
equipment, 

The new depreciation provision, de- 
scribed as the ‘“‘declining balance” method, 
will permit the greater portion of depre- 
ciation charges to be taken as tax credits 
in the early years. If the putative useful 
life was 20 years, under the present sys- 
tem the depreciation deduction would be 
5 per cent a year of original investment 
for 20 years. The bill would permit charg- 
ing off 20 per cent of the “undepreciated 
portion” of the cost each year. Thus in the 
first year it would bé 20 per cent of the 
total cost, in the second year 20 per cent 
of the 80 per cent of the cost, and so on. 


Liberal and labor critics of this pro- 
cedure question whether this stimulus to 
new investment is required. They point 
out that in 1953 investments in new plant 
and equipment totaled 28 billion dollars, a 
new peak. This was twice the 14 billions 
similarly invested in 1946. Yet corporate 
tax rates were but 38 per cent in 1946, 
and in 1953, 52 per cent plus 30 per cent 
excess profits tax, or a maximum of 82 
per cent. 


Those who take this point of view argue 
that if tax rates influence business invest- 
ment as strongly as is suggested by advo- 
cates of the new depreciation and dividend 
income theories, investments in new plant 
and equipment should have been less in 
1953 than in 1946, instead of twice as 
great. 


They argue, too, that in the face of 
the current decline in production, with 
a portion of the output of present plant 
and equipment going into inventory 
rather than reaching ultimate consumers, 
the way to stimulate the economy is 
not by encouraging new investment in 
plant and equipment but by tax reduc- 
tions which will enable consumers to 
spend more of their income for the 
products of industry.

‘cs hardly a city in Germany which 
does not have a theater presenting 
continually the works of Gluck, Goe- 
the and Schiller. 

But in St. Louis, where the Eng- 
fish language is pre-eminent, the op- 
portunities for natives to see the 
plavs of Shakespeare, considering 
only the past 20 vears, can be count- 
ed on the fingers of both hands.

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Quarrel on the Border 

‘The Unsw, “tates has injured its Good Neigh- 
bor role with @ new policy on Mexican migrant 
workers. The policy has stirred trouble on the 
border and nationalist wrath across Mexico. 

Frontier dispatches tell of Mexican patrols 
trying to keep workers from streaming into the 
United States. Yet the migration which Mexico 
now regards as illegal is welcomed on the 
United States side for the farm labor market 

This is the result of the abrupt termination 
of the day laborer—bracero—agreement between 
the two nations. When negotiations failed, the 
United States decided to admit braceros with or 
without the approval of Mexico. Mexico then 
tried to close its frontier to the brace? 

Technically both governments can offer a case 
in the dispute. Mexico wanted privileges to 
pass on minimum prevailing wages for its work- 
ers. The United States objected 

Our Governments position is that the plan 
would let Mexican officials fix wages in the 
United States. The Mexicans argue that thev 
must protect their workers against, discrimina- 
tion—and there has been discrimination 

A presidential commission reported on this in 
1951. The commission also found that importa- 
tion of foreign workers tended to depress wages 
for native migrant workers. Beyond that, a 
million migrants were 
caught last_vear and many more were not caucht. 
The illegal entrants had no protection against 
low wages or poor housing 


“wetbacks” or illegal 


Mexico probably cannot close the frontier any 
United States could 
do. But what Mexico now sees is that United 
States policy serves this country’s farmers and 
ranchers with a cheap labor market of Mexicans. 
And a people sensitive to a past history of 
trouble with the United States are quick to 
react to new threats of discrimination, despite 
recent years of good will. 

Their reaction will echo through Latin Amer- 
ica. For Mexicans of every political leaning are 
‘riticizing the Washington policy on braceros. 
Our attitude, they say, is

On our side we should ask whether opening 
the border is consistent with our own immigra- 
tion policy.

The results of our policy are more unfortunate 
because an alternative was open to our Govern- 
ment. [his country did not have to open its bor- 
ders to migrants just because negotiations failed. 
It could have temporarily suspended recruiting, 
Mexican farm workers pending further talks 

Then, even if the discussions took a long 
time, the United States could not be accused of 
trying to exploit a migration which Mexico re- 
gards as illegal. rn 

The border ought to be closed to migrant 
workers on both sides. The United States should 
not risk squandering any of its hard-won Good 
Neighbor assets in such a quarrel.

Eleven LIllinoisans would like to succeed 
Senator Paul H. Douglas. Or to put it another 
way, 11 Republicans have filed for the chance 
to run against Illinois’s senior Senator. 

This largest field *in the history of the sena- 
torial primary in the Prairie State presents an 
amazing variety of capacities and backgrounds. 
First to file was a Springfield lobbyist for the 
Federation of Retail Associations (Joseph T. 
Meek). Other early hat throwers were a for- 
mer national commander of the American 
Legion ‘Edward A. Haves), the secretary of 
the State Bar Association ‘(Deneen Watson) 
and a former president of the Chicago Crime 
Commission (Austin L. Wyman). 

Now diversifying the field bevond anvthing 
seen in the past are: a former president of 
Lions International ‘Edgar M. Elbert), a for- 
mer Northwestern University economics pro- 
fessor (John B. Crane), a publicity agent (Ed- 
ward D. O’Brien), a trustee of he University

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How We Feel About Jesse James 

The eagle-eyed Cyril Clemens takes us to 
task for the review of Carl W. Breihan’s new 
book, “The Complete and Authentic Life of 
Jesse James,” which appeared in the Post- 
Dispaten last Sunday. What the editor of The 
Mark Twain Quarterly particularly objects to 
is the quotation in the review from a letter from 
one John W. Shevlin of Evanston, Ill., to wit: 
“There has just been published another subsi- 
dized Jesse James book, following the misleading 
1882 theme, which probably will be the last 
piece of fiction printed on the subject.” 

Mr. Clemens wants to know by what pro- 
priety Mr. Shevlin’s bleat was injected into the 
review. He wants to know how much of an au- 
thority on Jesse James Mr. Shevlin is. He 
wants to know what the ‘misleading 1882 
theme” is. Finally he wants to know how Mr. 
Sheviin can say that a book has been subsidized. 

If our contemporary in Kirkwood thinks that 
he can maneuver the Post-Dispatch into the 
camp of those who believe that Jesse James is 
still alive—or at least lived as long as the old 
codger down at Lawton, Okla., he is very much 
mistaken, We accept the testimony of the des- 
perado’s widow and of his mother that house 
guest Bob Ford shot Thomas Howard. alias 
Jesse James in the hilltop cottage in St. Jo- 
seph that bright, warm spring day in April, 
1882. We even go so far as to accept the detail 
that Jesse was standing on a chair dusting. be- 
hind a picture at the time the cowardly shot 
was fired from behind his back. 

Anyway the Post-Dispatch review said that 
the new book by the Sheriff at Mehlville is in 
the tradition of Robertus Love's “Rise and Fall 
of Jesse James” and Homer Crovy’s “Jesse 
James Was My Neighbor.’ Though Mr. Clemens 
does not recognize that as high praise, we ven- 
ture that his distinguished kinsman, Mark Twain, 
would have been quick to do so. For when the 
creator of Huck Finn and Tom Sawyer last vis- 
ited Missouri in 1902 he was accompanied by 
Robertus Love of whom the great writer was so 
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fond that he introduced the young reporter to 
audiences as “my son.” And there can be little 
question that the river pilot turned author who 
wore white suits in the dead of winter would 
have loved Homer Croy’s flaming red neckties.

\ Promise Coming Due 
President Eisenhower's pre-election promise 
to maintain TVA “at maximum efficiency” and 


do nothing to “impair (its) effective working- 


out” will soon come to an acid test.

If 
TVA were something of which he disapproved, 
why should he want to maintain it at maximum 
eificiency—or indeed to maintain it at all? Con- 
trariwise, if he regarded it so highly that he 
wanted to do nothing to impair it, how could 
he regard it as “creeping Socialism’? 

An action which President Eisenhower will 
shortly be called upon to take with respect to 
TVA should supply an answer in a concrete 
case. It will be up to the President to make 
an appointment to the chairmanship of TVA 
when Gordon Clapp’s term soon expires, 

Chances for Mr, Clapp's renomination are slim 
unless the people of the Tennessee Valley speak 
out strongly, This is the prediction of the 
Cnattanooga Times’s Washington correspondent, 
Charles Bartlett. No Republican is going to sup- 
port Mr. Clapp, the correspondent says: 

A group of men who are in their hearts 
hostile to TVA are undertaking to find as 
their candidate for TVA chairman a man 
who is not known to be of their group’ but 
who can be counted on to alter the TVA to 
their liking. 

TVA's efficiency could not but: be lessened, 
and its effective working-out impaired, if it lost 
Gordon Clapp. Mr. Clapp has been with TVA 
since it started, 20 years ago, first as assistant 
director of personne!, He became general man- 
ager in 1939 and chairman in 1946. Experience 
like his is irreplaceable. It would take years for 
a newcomer to attain anything remotely approxi- 
mating Mr. Clapp’s value to the agency. 

No wonder the Chattanooga paper's corre- 
spondent says: “The good faith of the President 
in promising to leave TVA unchanged will be 
subject to severe examination in many parts of 
the valley if he fails to reappoint Gordon Clapp, 
or somebody very much like him.” 
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Exit of the Walking Corpse 

Amintore Fanfan!, Italy’s Premier for 11 
days, was addressed in last week's debate as 
the “walking corpse.’ One deputy told him he 
was “as dead as a smoked herring.’ Another 
said: “I am not speaking to you but your suc- 
cessor. ’ 

After such talk, the fall of the Fanfani 
government by a vote of 303 to 260 was, fullv 
expected. More disturbing is the combination 
of extreme rightist Monarchists, left-wing So- 
cialists and Communists who pooled their votes 
to pitch Italy into still another crisis. 

This was a display of parliamentary irre- 
sponsibility. The Monarchists have even less 
in common with the Communists than with the 
middle-of-the-roaders whom both resent. And 
while the Communists have some chance of 
participating in a new government, the Mon- 
archists have little more than nuisance value. 

The best hope now is a coalition of the over- 
thrown Christian Democrats, the right-wing 
Socialists, the Liberals and the Republicans. 
lf all stodd solid, such a bloc could command 
a majority of six votes, hardly enough to assure 
a strong government, but other possible com- 
binations would be even less reassuring. 

Fanfani was voted down in an appeal for 
moderate social reforms—just what is needed 
to draw strength away from the Communists 
and to give the middle-of-the-roaders enough 
popular support to hold a straight course amidst 
the stress on Italy and the whole democratic 
West. Personal and partisan ambitions out- 
weighed this serious consideration.

Seeds for Dry Pastures 

Butter is by no means the only surplus item 
in the warehouses of the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration—even if it is the one just now melting 
under the spotlight. So the Administration may 
be glad to have the suggestion of Missouri's 
Senator Hennings that part of the more than 
100,000,000 pounds of seed now on the Govern- 
ment’s hands be used to re-seed the meadows 
and pastures of drouth-stricken states. 

The current hay program, supported by Wash- 
ington with something less than full enthusiasm, 
is only a stopgap. It provides feed to get cattle 
through this dry winter, but the farmers will 
have to get their animals back to grass as soon 
as they can. And with the weather suitable, the 
Hennings proposal offers a relatively easy way 
of replacang burned-out pasture. 

The whole Missouri congressional delegation 
joined in this request to Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson, saying that “unless the Federal Govern- 
ment provides immediate assistance millions of 
acres in Missouri, as well as in other states, will 
not be re-seeded.” This would set back the 
dairy and cattle industries for many years. 

There is, however, not too much time for 
thinking about this suggestion. The time for 
re-seeding is close at hand. Missouri's repre- 
sentatives in Congress, says Senator Hennings, 
are waiting for recommendations from the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture which they will be glad to 
consider in framing specifie legislation. 
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Two Worthwhile Visitors 

This weekend brings to St. Louis two visitors 
who are working hard to keep the world free, 
Chester Bowles and A. Powell Davies. Mr. 
Bowles, author of “Ambassador's Report,” fol- 
lows the provocative appearances of Bishop G. 
Bromley Oxnam and Dr. Edward U. Condon at 
the Y.M.H.A.-Y.W.H.A. Liberal Forum, Union 
and Enright, where he will speak tonight on the 
challenge India presents to the democracies. 

While Mr. Bowles emphasizes the international 
aspects of freedom, the other visitor, Dr, Davies, 
pastor of All Souls’ Church, Washington, who 
speaks this morning at the First Unitarian 
Church, Waterman and Kingshighway, is a vigil- 
ant protector of freedom within the United 
States. A leader in the campaign to halt the 
retreat from fundamental American principles, 
this bold man has put his belief with admirable 
directness in his new book, “The Urge to Perse- 
cute.” He writes: “Our truth must defeat Com- 
munism's falsehoods, our libérty its servitude, 
our justice its oppressions, our compassion its 
cruelties, our faith its cynicism, our humanity its 
degradations and debasement.”

Is your city a good place to live in? 
Hundreds of American cities are not. 
They are being strangled by corruption, 
inefficient government, poor schools 
and crime. And paralyzing apathy among 
their citizens promises no improvement. 

But hundreds of other cities are good 
places to live in today. Though these 
cities once had the same problems, they 
met them squarely. 

This year, the National Municipal 
League and Look again honor 11 cities. 

One hundred and fifteen cities were 
nominated for the 
All-America awards, 
and 22 finalists pre- 
sented their cases 
to a jury, in Rich- 
mond, Va.. at the 
National Confer- 
ence on  Govern- 
ment. 

The 11 award- 
winning cities were 
Canton, Ohio; Day- 
tona Beach, Fila.; 
De Soto, Mo.; Flint, 
Mich.; Park Forest, 
a. eee... 3a ‘ 
Petersburg, Va.: Port Angeles. Wash.; 
Richmond, Calif.; Scranton, Pa., and 
Shreveport, La. 

The runners-up were Corpus Christi, 
Tex.; Fair Lawn, N.J.; Glendale, Calif.; 
Grand Rapids, Mich.; Greenwich, Conn.; 
Hamilton, O.; Lawrence, Mass.; Nor- 
wich, Conn.; Pittsburgh, Pa.; Rome, 
N.Y.. and Toledo, O. 

What earned the cities awards? 

In some cases, it was their war on 
crime, vice, gambling and political cor- 
ruption, Others were cited for their 
campaigns for better schools, homes and 
hospitals; adequate streets, utilities and 
public buildings. Still others won recog- 
nition for a successful fight on postwar 
unemployment and business decline. 
The winning cities had one thing in 
common, Their citizens did something 
about their own problems: 


DE SOTO, MO. 

De Soto, only 45 miles south of St. 
Louis in the foothills of the Ozark 
Mountains, is a railroad town with 5354 
inhabitants. Between 1940 and 1950, De 
Soto's population increased only 333. 
The young people were leaving town as 
soon as they got out of high school. 

The outstanding symptom of De So- 
to’s ailment was lethargy. “De Soto 
is no good and we can’t make it any 
better” was the objection raised when 
an improvement was proposed. 

De Soto’s City Hall had a leaky roof 
and whitewash was peeling off the 78- 
year-old ‘structure. Most streets were 
unpaved. Many blocks had been without 
street lights since depression days when 
the city couldn't pay its light bill and 
the poles were removed. There was 
nothing for young people to do except 
loaf around an ice-cream parior. 

Miraculously, the picture began to 
improve in 1948 after De Soto changed 
to council-manager government. 

By 1953, the lethargy had vanished, 
and almost every resident was partici- 
pating in civic affairs. Even teen-agers 
were serving on committees to help 
plan De Soto’s future. 

New street lights went up all over 
town on a _ pay-as-you-go basis. Ugly 
store fronts were refurbished. More 
than 1100 persons helped transform an 
old furniture store into a club for teen- 
agers. Civil-defense authorities com- 
mended tiny De Soto for the work of 
its 100 auxiliary police and firemen. 

Newly solvent, De Soto cut its taxes 
30 per cent and was able to remodel 
the City Hall. Volunteers built a fire 
house at a cost of only $3000. Seven 
acres of timberland, willed to the city 
as a park six years ago, finally began 
to function as a park because the citi- 
zens approved a caretaker’s salary. 
Eighty blocks of streets were paved at 
half the normal cost, with the city doing 
the work with the co-operation of 1400 
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citizens. De Soio'’s 150th anniversary 
celebration attraeted 25.000 visitors who 
watched 420 local “actors” participate 
in a pageant, 


PEORIA. ILL. 


“Peoria is one of the most wide-open 
cities in the country.” a confidential 
survey made by a leading anti-vice 
group reported several vears ago. In 
1942, the Peoria Junior Chamber of 
Commerce counted 82 brothels. 

The second-largest city in Illinois 
was saddled with an archaic 22-man 
council, elected by wards. and with in- 
efficient government. Last May, Beoria 
owed 279 creditors $350,000; many of 
the bills had gone unpaid for three 
years. An investigator charged that vice 
operators were paying several thous- 
ands of dollars a week for “protection.” 

In November, 1951, 244 men and 
women banded together as Peorians for 
Council Manager. Illinois law had just 
been changed to enable any city ex- 
cept Chicago to adopt city-manager gov- 
ernment. Within four days, -the new 
group gathered 4000 signatures to peti- 
tions calling for an election. 

In. a whirlwind three-week campaign, 
the good-government group made 32,000 
phone calls urging voters to go to the 
polls. Four hundred volunteers ad- 
dressed pamphlets explaining the issues. 
Groups members made 140 speeches. 
And, because the streets were ice-cover- 
ed on election day, a car poo! transport- 
ed 2600 voters who were loath to walk 
to the polls. Council-manager govern- 
ment won 15,892 to 7095. 


The victory meant nothing, said the 
reformers, unless a city council of high 
caliber were to be elected. They began 
an unparalleled campaign. More than a 
quarter-million pieces 2f mail went out 
in a three-month period. Several hun- 
dred speeches were made, The payoff 
came last April 7, election day. Five of 
the city council’s eight members were 
PCM candidates. So was the new mavor. 

Improvements came at once. The 
price Peoria paid for asphalt dropped 
from $12.50 to $9.45 a ton. A bond issue 
paid the city’s debts, and all bills now 
are settled within 30 days. 

In the new moral atmosphere, the 
gambling joints closed their doors. One 
bawdy house was torn down. A new po- 
lice chief raided 13 houses 35 times in 
a six-month period. Suits were filed to 
padlock four of the houses. 


PARK FOREST, ILL. 


Late in 1948, the first residents of 
Park Forest were moving into new 
homes on what had been a golf course 
and corn fields. Today, this Chicago 
suburb has a population of 21,000 and 
all the problems, both solved and un- 
solved, of rapid growth. 

Not-for-profit corporations were es- 
tablished to build vitally needed grade 
schools. But getting a high school 
wasn’t so easy. Rich Township, of which 
Park Forest was the center, included 
several smaller communities. These 
towns sent their children to neighbor- 


ing high schools, paying tuition. They 
saw no need for a new school. 
The school organizing committee 


faced another problem. Almost half of 
Park Forest was in another school dis- 
trict. Unless the village could withdraw 
from the district, it would not have 
enough bonding power to build a good 
school. Sixty volunteers, racing to beat 
a legal deadline, took a census of 5000 
residents and passed out petitions, The 
boundary changes were effected, and 
an election was scheduled so voters 
could approve a $1,250,000 bond issue 
for the school. 

Pamphlets were printed by the 
thousands. Sound trucks and _ baby-sit- 
ting teams helped get out the vote. The 
school bonds were approved over-all 4to 
1, but only 40 per cent of the voters out- 
side Park Forest were for the school,

In an 
age of violence Gandhi taught 
and practiced the opposite. In 
a time when even the pro-

HE outline of Gandhi's 
T career is known to many; 

but not so many are ac- 
quainted with the particulars 
and it is only from these that 
the magnitude of his accom- 
plishments can be understood. 
Many, no doubt, will be sur- 
prised to learn that Gandhi 
was a poor student, a mediocre 
lawyer and a man of violent 
passions. Moreover, in his 
early years, he wanted above 
all to conform to his environ- 
ment. So it is possible that 
his life would have taken a 
much different turn if he had 
found complete acceptance in 
London where he studied law 
or in South Africa where he 
went as a legal representative 
of Indian business men. 

As it happened he quickly 
learned that a Hindu in South 
Africa had a sub-human 
status that even people con- 
ditioned to eternal indigni- 
ties could not endure. When 
he was thrown out of a first 
class train compartment in 
Natal he became almost im- 
mediately the champion and 
spokesman of all the op- 
pressed classes. And almost 
immediately he was convinced

He 
feared nobody, hated nobody 
and felt nothing but compas- 
sion for the stubbornest of 
opponents.

Without touching on minor 
successes the first answer is 
that the British withdrew from 
India and peaceably. The 
pressure of world events 
might have forced their with- 
drawal in any case, but in- 
formed opinion agrees in say- 
ing that Gandhi's influence 
hastened this historic event 
and prevented the possibility 
of its being forced by blood- 
shed. 


He did not prevent the 
partition of India and the en- 
suing religious riots in which 
Moslems slew Hindus and 
Hindus slew Moslems. This 
was a defeat that he did not 
try to minimize. But if it 
hadn't been for Gandhi an 
even worse holocaust might 
have been precipitated. His 
night-and-day counsels and 
another “fast unto death” did 
stay the hands of thousands 
and promote joint action of 
Hindus and Moslems in quell- 
ing religious passions.

HEN, too, it was Gandhi 
T we raised the ‘“untouch- 

ables,* the lowest and 
most degraded category in the 
Hindu caste system, to a 
human status. For the first 
time in the memory of man 
high-caste Brahmans struck 
hands with members of these 
pariah groups. Gandhi, of 
course, had done it much ear- 
lier and in so doing had 
shocked the conscience of his 
fellow Indians and forced a 
reappraisal of the religious 
and economic roots of ‘“un- 
touchableness.” 


So it cannot be said that 
Gandhi had no practical effect 
on the wrongs he opposed. He 
had an enormous effect. But 
if his victories had been much 
more limited his life still 
would not have been vainly 
spent. As General Marshall 
said when learning of his as- 
sassination: “Mahatma Gandhi 
was the spokesman for the 
conscience of mankind.” He 
also spoke to the conscience 
of mankind and to its common- 
sense. What he said in effect 
was: “Force doesn’t work and 
to punish your enemy is to 
punish yourself.” Such a 
thought wasn't original. It 
should have a familiar ring to 
professing Christians. But Mo- 
handas Gandhi, a “private 
citizen without wealth, prop- 
erty, official position, academic 
distinction of scientific achieve- 
ment,” gave it renewed life 
and moved millions.

THE FOOL KILLER, by Helen Eus- 
tis, (Doubleday, 219 pgs., $2.75.)

O nearly everyone, there 

comes at times a vague 

yearning to leave familiar 
scenes and everyday responsi- 
bilities in pursuit of new hori- 
zons and possible adventure. 
This story of the wanderings 
of George Mellish, a 12-year- 
old orphan, offers a vicarious 
satisfaction for this urge. 


The happenings are seen 
through the eyes of George, a 


character reminiscent of the 
footloose Huckleberry Finn, 
having, like Huck, a broad 
streak of.credulity and roman- 
ticism overlying a core of 
shrewdness and common sense. 
George's appraisals of his own 
shortcomings and the traits of 
the people he meets on the 
road are both interesting and 
at times penetrating, but there 
is sufficient paivete in him to 
give the reader that reassuring 
sense of superiority which 
adults would like to be able 
to experience in their dealings 
with children. 


Running away from his fos- 
ter parents, George finds him- 
self the target of adult curi- 
osity and concern. Among the 
strange people George meets 
are Dirty Jim Jelliman, who 
had lived, since his wife's 
death, in what he enthusiasti- 
cally termed a “gorgeous” 
mess; Ova Fanshawe, “big as 
a house with a piazza all the 
way around”; Blessing Ange- 
lina Fanshawe, a_ grotesque 
child who dreamed of picking 
out the eyes of her detractors 
with a fork; and Milo Bogar- 
dus, an_ ex-soldier,  battle- 
shocked and shy; but wise and 
philosophical in many ways. 
Dominating the scene is the 
shadow of that legendary fig- 
ure, the fool killer, the fabled 
nemesis who goes about chop- 
ping up folks who deserve ex- 
tinction because of their in- 
curably foolish behavior. 

* *« * 

HIS story of the rural 
America of the years im- 
mediately after the Civil 
War has both charm and 
humor. Helen Eustis’s “The 
Horizontal Man,” was awarded 
the Edgar in 1946 by the 
Mystery Writers of America, 
but “The Fool Killer” could 
hardly be termed a murder 
mystery in the usual sense, 
since murder and its solution 
is not the primary theme of 
the book. 


Rather it is an effort on 
the part of the author to 
reconcile two viewpoints—the 
child's and the adult's. Child- 
like qualities in Milo Bogar- 
dus, Jim Jelliman and the 
chronic backsliders of the 
backwoods camp meeting help 
to bridge the gap between the 
two, and although some of the 
delineations of character might 
be a bit too picturesque for 
credibility, ‘‘The Fool Killer” 
should offer several hours of 
interesting escape reading, 
and perhaps, in the psycho- 
logical study of the two main 
figures, the boy and the ex-

HE squadrons of sea books 
T that have followed in the 

wake of Herman Wouk’'s 
“Caine Mutiny” and Nicholas 
Monsarrat's “Cruel Sea” at- 
test that blue-water tales of 
adventure have a fascination 
for increasing numbers of 
readers. The best writers of 
today may not be up to Dana, 
Melville and Conrad, but they 
can put the rhythmic surge 
and break of the open sea in 
their books. Their writings, as 
exemplified in the recent books 
reviewed here, concern the Vik- 
ing longboats, the Spanish gal- 
leons, the frigates of young 
America, the tea trade clip- 
pers, the pioneer iron ships, 
the coal-burning tramps, the 
luxury liners and—latest of all 
—atomic-powered submarines. 
Sometimes it is just man 
against the eternal sea and 
frequently it is man against 
man, too, from the thunder- 
ing combers off bleak Cape 
Horn to the silence of the 
frozen Arctic. The reader may 
take his choice and shove off

THE GREAT IRON SHIP, by 
James Dugar. {Harper and 
Brothers. 272 pgs. $3.50). 
IVE times as big as the 
biggest ship afloat at the 


time of her launching in 
1858 in England, the bumbling 
Great Eastern was not sur- 
passed in size until the Lusi- 
tania was launched 48 years 
later. A strange, dynamic little 
man, Isambard Kingdom Bru- 
nel, one of the world’s greatest 
engineers, was her designer- 
father. She led to his death. 


Half.a century ahead of his 
times, he intended her to 
carry 4000 passengers (more 
than today’s biggest liner car- 
ries), steam at 20 knots, go 
nearly around the world with- 
out re-coaling and yield 40 
per cent annually on her 
$3,000,000 capital outlay. 


He did succeed in begetting 
a staunch iron ship that was 
693 feet long, 
displaced 22,- 
500 tons and 
had a deck 
beam of 83 
feet or 120 
across her two 
huge’ paddle 
boxes.

T HE British submarine 


Seraph surfaced quietly in 

Spanish waters in the 
early morning blackness of 
May 1, 1943. Five officers 
emerged from a hatchway car- 
rying a heavy metal canister 
marked “optical instruments.” 
They placed it on the deck to 
open it and when the cover 
of an inner shell was removed 
there lay revealed the frozen 
body of a man, fully dressed, 
and in a Mae West lifejacket. 

Lt. Jewell, commander of 
the Seraph, committed to the 
sea the body of “Major Mar- 
tin,” a man who had died 
under another name many 
months before in England. 
The prayers of those who 
knew the importance of Major 
Martin's mission followed the 
drifting body as it bobbed to- 
ward the southwestern Span- 
ish coast, the significant brief 
case chained to the belt of the 
trench coat. 

From here on success of a 
bizarre plot, hatched by Brit- 
ish Naval Intelligence officers, 
would depend on ocean cur- 
rents, the _ inefficiency. of 
Spanish medical examiners, 
the efficiency of the German 
intelligence system in Spain 
and, most important of all, 
the “genuineness” of Major 
Martin and the assortment of 
papers, letters and possessions 
he carried.

NLY those few {ntelll- 
Qn officers responsible 

for Major Martin knew 
the entire story. They were 
the men who took a cadaver 
and breathed life into it, mak- 
ing it a real flesh-and-blood 
major of Marines, a man who 
might well have died from 
exposure following a plane 
crash at sea while carrving 
important correspondence con- 
taining a mere suggestion the 
Allies were planning a two- 
pronged invasion of’ Sardinia 
and Greéce as a follow-up to 
the North African campaign. 

How well the plot succeeded 
is made public here for the 
first time. German naval ar- 
chives captured after VE-day 
disclosed that Spanish collab- 
orationists copied the docue 
ments, turned copies over to 


the Germans, and the Nazi 
High Command, even Hitler 
himself, was convinced they 
were genuine. 

The German Operational 
Staff did smell a “plant” for 
a while but was taken in come 
pletely by the British care for 
detail, the “corroborative de- 
tail, intended to give artistie 
verisimilitude to an otherwise 
bald and unconvincing narra- 
tive,’ as Gilbert and Sulli- 
van'’s Pooh-Bah put it.

HESE included “personal” 
T items in the major's pock- 

ets — two theater ticket 
stubs; letters from a fictional 
girl named “Pam,” revealing 
a wartime romance: a letter 
from a disapproving father, 
and a letter complaining of a 
bank overdraft, deliberately 
mailed to a wrong address. 

“Operation Mincemeat,” the 
gruesome military name. for 
the ruse, was one of the most 
successful stratagems of World 
War II. Author Ewen Mon- 
tagu, one of those who con- 
ceived it, tells the tale in-a 
fast, simple narrative that out- 
does most fiction dealing with 
international intrigue. 

The thousands who survived 
the landings on Sicily can be 
thankful the plan did succeed.

Car, Among Eye Catchers in Show 


The automobile that has per- 
haps attracted more public in- 
terest than any introduced by 
the industry in the last decade 
will be a headliner at the Auto 
Show. 

The car is the Corvette, a two- 
passenger red-and-white sports 
model which Chevrolet now has 
in produttion at St. Louis. 

Not only is the Corvette the 
first sports car to be produced 
by a nationally recognized auto 
manufacturer, but its revolu- 
tionary plastic body in weight 
reduction and panel resiliency 
reputedly offers many advan- 
tages. 

According to recent announce- 
ment, Chevrolet built 315 Cor- 
vettes last vear and is now aim- 
ing at 1000 units a month. 

Production of more than 300 
Corvettes in 1953 was the sec- 
ond objective the company set 
Jast March in a program which 
many manufacturers felt was im- 
possible of attainment. The first 
objective had been to get the 
car with its glass fiber body 
into production by June, less 
than four months after the de- 
cision to build it. 

The Corvette is only 33 inches 
high at the door and 48 inches 
at the top of the windshield. Its 
wheelbase is 102 inches, over- 
all Jength, 167 inches. The steer- 
ing wheel is almost vertical and 
the rakish windshield slopes 
rearward at a 53 degree angle. 
It is powered by a six-cylinder 
valve-in-head engine developing 
150 horsepower at 4200 r.p.m. 
coupled with a Powerglide auto- 
matic transmission which is 
modified to provide full throttle 
upshift at 55 m.p.h. Compres- 
sion ratio is 8 to 1. 

The white, all-plastic body has 
clean lines sweeping in unbrok- 
en contours from front to back. 
As a striking contrast, the up- 
holstery is bright red plastic- 
coated fabric.

Tailor Autos 
To Needs by 
Axle Ratios 


Almost 4 per cent of new-car 
buyers tailor their cars to the 
special driving conditions they 
face. Many people don’t know 
they can select car equipment 
which will let the car serve them 
better if they live in the moun- 
tains or hilly country or want 
high fuel economy. 

This was brought out in a 
review of new-car orders for 
Packards and Packard Clippers 
placed thus far this year. As a 


quality car manufacturer, Pack- 
ard offers five different ‘axle 
ratios” at no extra cost to buy- 


‘ers as part of its new program, 
yet installs a standard axle ratio 
on 96 per cent of its cars. The 
right one can make as much as 
a 20 per cent difference in fue} 
economy or in car performance 
under varying driving conditions 
Most people shy away from 
the term “axle ratio,” are even 
afraid to ask dealers what jt 
means. Actually it is merely a 
way of describing the relation- 
ship between the speed of the 
engine and the speed of the car's 
wheels. With a numerically low- 
er ratio figure, as a general rule, 
the fuel economy is greater, but 
the engine’s pulling power is 
lessened somewhat. As the ratio 
becomes numerically higher, a 
driver gets greater pulling power 
and acceleration, but gives up 
some of his gas mileage. 
Standard for the heavier lux- 
ury Packards with Ultramatic 
transmission is a ratio of 3.5tol. 
This gives good all-around driw- 
ing performance for a driver who 
'faces both city and country driv- 
ing conditions. But, if the buyer 
lives in the mountains, for exam- 
ple, and needs more pulling pow- 
er, he could have specified a 
3.9 to 1 ratio, or if he lives in 
the country and wants good mile- 
age for the gas he uses and does 
not need excess pulling power. 
he could have had a ratio of 3.23 
to 1. Each gives different per- 
formance. With an_ overdrive 
transmission or a standard shift 
transmission, he also has a wide 
choice of different ratios.

BRIGHTER THAN 
THEY ARE NOW 


Automobiles of 2003 will be 
equipped with headlamps which, 
though 10 times as powerful as 
those of today, will not’ be an- 
noving to appreéaching drivers. 

This was one of several pre- 
dictions about the future light- 
ing of Americas passenger cars 
for the increased 
fort and convenience of motor- 
ists, made today by Val J. 
Roper, General Electric illumi- 
nating engineer and automotive 
lighting expert. 

Other forecasts include: fluo- 
rescent lamps will light the lug- 
gage compartment and the en- 
gine: infrared lamps will keep 
windshields free of ice and 
snow, and aiso condensation on 
the inside: instrument panels 
will be lighted by electrolumi- 
nescence 

Fluorescent lamps, recessed 
in the bottoms of all doors, will 
light automatically when the 
doors are opened; “black light” 
will illuminate fluorescent knobs 
on switches and other controls; 
a swivel-type dome spotlight 
will supply a concentrated beam 
of light which will not annoy 
the driver. 

Indicator lamps will light up 


to show trouble in the form 
of a burned-out headlamp, low 
oil pressure, high water tem- 
perature, low oil level in the 
crankcase, low water level in 
the battery, and others. 

Turn signal and stop lamps 


will be brighter by day in order 


to be more readily visible in 
bright sunlight; tubular fluo- 
rescent sources will mark all 


four corners of the car, red in 
the rear and amber in front; 
a small light on the left front 
door will have three functions: 
it will shine a white light down- 
ward to illuminate the keyhole, 
a white light to the front and 
a red light to the rear to serve 
as parking lights.

— Customer 
demand for passenger car air 
conditioning — which exceeded 
the most optimistic expectations 
of automobile manufacturers 
last yvear—will continue to in- 
crease during 1954, P. J. Kent 
of Chrysler Corp. declared at 
the annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Society of Heating and 
Ventilating Engineers.

tities of heat, and refrigeration 
capacity must be adequate to 
lower the temperature quickly. 
Since many automobile trips are 
of short duration, quick cooling 
is necessary if: the system is to 
have value. 


Another reason why plenty of 
reserve capacity is needed in 
automobile air conditioners, 
Kent explained, is that, “very 
often the engine is idling or op- 
erating at very low speeds for 
long periods, as in heavy traf- 
fic. Here, it is especially im- 
portant that the unit have good 
output during low-speed opera- 
tion.” 

The “ton ratings” of refrigera- 
tion systems, Kent explained, 
indicate the amount of cooling 
the system can do, compared 
with a given amount of ice. A 
*one-ton system,” for example, 
will do the same amount of cool- 
ing that a ton of ice, melted in 
24 hours, would do. Window- 
type room air conditioners range 
from a_ half-ton to a ton in 
capacity.

Pass on Right? 
Some Say Yes, 
Others Say No 


WASHINGTON’ D.C. — When 
it comes to passing another mo- 
tor vehicle on the public high- 
way, the safety-minded driver 


¢an become downright confused. 


A recent survey by the Nation- 
al Highway Users Conference 
discloses that state laws regu- 
lating passing on the right are 
lacking in uniformity, and, in 
the case of: many states adja- 
cent-to one another, are in di- 
rect conflict. 

Twenty-nine states and the 
District of Columbia permit 
drivers to pass a vehicle travel- 


ing in the same direction on. 
either the left or the right. under | 


stiputated conditions. Sixteen 
states forbid passing on 
right, and three permit it only 
when the vehicle to be over- 
taken is turning left. 


A long list of states border- 
ing each other have such con- 
flicting laws. What constitutes 
legal passing in one state be- 
comes illegal the instant a driv- 
er crosses another state line. 
Despite the lack of supporting 
statistics, it is obvious that high- 
way safety is jeopardized every 
time a driver from a state which 
allows. passing on either side 
overtakes and attempts to pass 
a vehicle bearing license plates 
of a state forbidding such a 
procedure. 


But One Example. 


In commenting upon the sur- 
vey,’ N.H.U.C. Director Arthur C. 
Butler declared: ‘‘All motor ve- 
hicle drivers have the right to 
expect the virtue of similarity 
among basic traffic rules in the 
states through which they drive. 
Uniformity will eliminate these 
accident-breeding conflicts and 
thereby protect life and proper- 
ty.” 


Passing procedures are but 
one example of the inconsisten- 
cies existing between state mo- 
tor vehicle laws. State statutes 
disagree over proper hand and 
arm signals, speed limits, the 
utilization of painted center 
stripes to control passing, the 
dimming of headlights, right- 
of-way rules and many others. 


For years, the National High- 
way Users Conference, along 
with numerous other groups, has 
advocated complete unformity in 
motor vehicle laws in all states. 
Substantial progress toward this 
goal ts being made as more and 
more state¢ adopt various sec- 
tions of the Uniform Motor Ve- 
hicle Code.

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Cars for Pupil 
Driver Training 


| WASHINGTON: An all-time 
high of 6400 cars, valued at 12. 
million 800,000 dollars, was pro- 
vided the nation’s higf schools * 
by new car dealers for driver 
education use during the 1952- 
53 school term, the Inter-Indus- | 
try Highway Safety Committee - 


reports. 


“This contribution on the part | 
of new car dealers represents 
an increase of 1900 cars since 
the 1949-50 school year—which 
indicates progress is being made 
in high school driver education. 
The 6,400 cars used in practice 
driving instruction this year is 
an increase of 400 cars over the 
previous school term,” said W.’ 
F. Hufstader, chairman of the 
committee and vice president of 
General Motors. 

“Giving the nation’s youth an, 
opportunity to ‘learn to _ live’ 
through classroom and behind-| 
the-wheel instruction can do 
much to help build a nation of | 
good drivers,” he added. “The 
knowledge these young drivers 
obtain through actual practice 
at the wheel helps them develop 
the proper attitudes in driving. 
respect for traffic laws, and 
skill in operating the vehicle.” 


Last year, 1 out of 5 persons 
killed onthe highways was inthe 
15-25 year age group. In addi- 
tion to the 7800 killed, 375,000 
were injured according to Na- 
tional Safety Council figures. 
Studies made by state and local 
traffic officials continue to in- 
dicate -that driver education 
pays off. Such studies show a 
reduction of 50 per cent and 
more in accidents and traffic 
violations involving the trained | 
young driver compared to the! 
non-trained driver in the same) 
age group. 

“The continued growth of this 
program, as revealed by the As- 
sociation of Casualty and Surety 
Companies in their annual High 
School Driver Education Award | 
Program, is apparent and en- 
couraging,” Hufstader stated. 
‘Hiowever, we are still reaching 
onlv one out of every four 
eligible high school students 
with the complete driver educa- 
tion course. Our committee and 
the nation’s automobile dealers 
will continue support of this ac- 
tivity as one of their major ob- 
jectives.” 

‘This progress, together with 
the increasing responsibility as- 
sumed by young drivers at 
Teen-Age Traffic Safety Con- 
ferences being held in states 
and communities, represents a 
significant step forward in pro- 
viding vouth an opportunity to 
help in the solution of our traf- 
fic accident problem,” he said. 

Again this year. the Inter-In- 
dustry Committee, in co-opera- 
tion with the National Automo- 
bile Dealers Association, is mak- 
ing available Dealer Highway 
Safety Awards to recognize in- 
dividual contributions to the 
high school driver education 
program. The awards will be 
presented by state and local, 
dealer associations.

This repre- 
sents an increase of more than 
48 per cent. 

The largest number of Mer- 
curys ever to be turned out in 
one day at the plant was 774. 
This record figure was attained 
on August 26, 1953. Best pro- 
duction month was July, when 
15.626 units were built, the 
plant manager said. 

Children and adults who 
toured the plant during the 
year — Ford Motor Company's 
fiftieth anniversary—numbered 
3437, an increase of 63 per cent 
over 1952's total of 2110. 

The plant is located in the 
village of Hazelwood, Mo., just 
north of Lambert-St. Louis Mu- 
nicipal Airport on United States 
Highway 66. and supplies Mer- 


‘cury cars to more than 750 
dealerships in 24 states. 
Miles of Lines. 

The main building is 1480 


feet long and 520 feet wide and 
has about 882.900 square feet of 
floor space. The plant grounds 
cover about 100 acres and also 
include other structures, such 
as the administration building. 
powerhouse and smaller units. 

More than seven miles of con- 
veyor lines supply parts for the 
1240-foot-long final assembly 
line. These operations require 
60 freight cars and 30 truck 
trailers of material daily. A 
major supply source is Ford's 
giant River Rouge manufactur- 
ing center in Dearborn, Mich. 
In keeping with Ford’s system 
of decentralized purchasing, 
however, the St. Louis plant 
spent more than $2,280,000 for 
local goods and services during 
1953, Mr. Neville said.

12,000 Miles Across Red Europe 


Life as It Is Lived Today in the Satellite 
Countries Is Described by a British Writer 
After Long Journey Behind the Iron Curtain 


This ig the first of a series 
of articles on life behind the 
Iron Curtain in East Europe. 
The author, a London news- 
paper correspondent, was 
granted passports to cover 
(1) the European amateur box- 
ing championships at Warsaw, 
(2) the six-day bike races in 
Gottwaldov, Czechoslovakia, 
and (3) the fourth World 
Youth Conference in Bucha- 
rest.

in Eastern Europe, under the 
rule of Communist regimes. I 
have journeyed 12,000 miles 
crisscross over that area to see 
for myself how these millions 
have been living since they dis- 
appeared from the community 
of the free nations. 


I have stayed in Warsaw, 
Budapest, Bucharest, Pragye, 
and Sofia as long as the authori- 
ties would let me. I have seen 
everything they were prepared 
to show me and gone every- 
where they allowed me to go. 


It has not been easy report- 
ing. In some countries the most 
ordinary item. of information, 
such as the spread of swine 
fever, is guarded with as much 
secrecy as figures for the output 
of uranium from the Romanian 
mines at Clu}. 


Neither has it been easy to 
talk to people freely without a 
third party, in the person of an 
interpreter, being present. Nev- 
ertheless, many people sought 
me out and talked privately, risk- 
ing, perhaps, their liberty, may- 
be their lives, by being seen in 
the company of a Western cor- 
respondent. 


It became an every-day ex- 
perience to have one’s footsteps 
dogged. It was even mildly 
amusing sometimes, during the 
evening’s stroll, to notice the 
slick way in which one was 
handed on along the street from 
one shadower to another. That 
was to be expected. 


It was also te be expected 
that one’s hotel room would be 
given a going over now and 
again. I have no hard feelings 
at all over that smart young 
woman I found looking through 
my belongings one morning at 
a time when I was supposed to 
be out.

Y tour started in Poland. In 
spite of what was then a 
touchy situation, I found op- 
timism in Warsaw. A Pole, meet- 
ing a friend in the street, would 
take out an old envelope and 
scribble on the back of it “1953.” 


Then he would say: “What 
world-shaking event is repre- 
sented by these figures? You 
give up? Well, read them back- 
wards like this:— 


“3 : On the third HF was 
taken ill; 


“5 : On the fifth HE died; 


“9 : On the ninth HE was 
buried; and— 

“1 : That’s ONE more of 
those so-and-so Russians out of 
the world.” 

He, Joseph Stalin, has been 
dead ten months. 

Undoubtedly the first thing 
any visitor from the West does 
when he reaches Warsaw is to 
wonder how the womenfolk can 
put up with the sight of their 
men looking so drab. True, their 
own clothes look no better than 
leftovers after a very bad bar- 
gain basement sale, but they are 
elegant compared with the men 
who never wear a tie or button 
up their collars. 

Yet there is the cult of the 
brief case. Something went 
wrong with the shower in my ho- 
tel bathroom. The plumber 
turned up with his tools in a 
brief case. The nightshift work- 
ing on Warsaw’s subway take 
their sandwiches to the job in 
brief case. My interpreter 
seemed surprised at my interest. 
Didn't everybody carry a chief

case in England? Didn't I think 
they made 2 man look impor- 
tant?

Brief cases apart, there is an 
accent on youth. No expense is 
too great, nothing is too much 
trouble if it succeeds in captur- 
ing the enthusiasm of the young. 
Warsaw is the most savagely 
damaged of all the capitals with- 
in the Soviet orbit, yet priority 
has been given to the rebirth of 
the University of Physical Cul- 
ture. 

During the European amateur 
boxing championships I report- 
ed there, I saw at close range 
the care with which they sur- 
round their athletes. Any boxer 
who lost a bout and collected a 
few good punches in the process 
was taken off to a fully equipped 
clinic. 


He was first X-rayed. A sur- 
geon examined him for damage 
to hands and wrists. A specialist 
connected up an electro-cardio- 
gram to check over the heart. 
A physician kept a record of 
blood pressure during the first 
15 minutes of recuperation. 


In Hungary I found that Buda- 
pest could fall down before they 
would stop work on the new 
stadium there, almost as big as 
Yankee Stadium.

Therefore, the Com- 
munist regimes are willing to 
write off pre-war generations as 
being almost a dead loss.

T is a good propaganda line to

It is not easy to assess just 
how far this plan to keep the 
young away from their religion 
is succeeding.

plings.” There were no potatoes 
or other vegetables. And the 
bill came to 80 cents in United 
States money. 


I might have wondered why 
it cost so much to eat in the 
most highly industrialized of all 
the satellite countries if I had 
not known of the secret of 
Sudetenland, as western Czecho- 
slovakia used to be called. In 
the Sudetenland is the most 
desolate sight anywhere behind 
the Iron Curtain. The traveler 
coming in by road gets a first 
hint of the emptiness and ruin 
ahead as he checks out from 
the Germans customs post. 

At first glance it seems that 
the road has ended, leaving only 
a stretch of field between the 
post and the Czech side of the 
border. But it is not a field. It 
is what is left of a once-busy, 
granite-paved highway from 
whose cobbles the grass now 
grows rank, and unworn by the 
wheels of passing vehicles. 
They pass very seldom, 

From this point on the wilder- 
ness begins indeed. The road 
runs through village after vill- 
age which seem almost com- 
pletely deserted. Fields have 
gone back to the wild. Weeds 
flourish where cattle grazed and 
wheat was gathered in. 

There is no mystery, however, 
about the abandonment of this 
rich and fertile countryside. The 


2,000,000 people who once lived 
here have all been sent back 
across that grass-grown border 
to Germany, whence they origi- 
nally came. 


No country can expel 15 per 
cent of its population—all the 
Sudetenlanders were farmers 
and landworkers — without se- 
verely affecting food supplies. 
As if this loss of manpower was 
not serious enough, an official 
booklet handed to me by the 
State propaganda department 
discloses that another’ three- 
quarters of a million people have 
been put to work building steel 
plants where potato fields ex- 
isted before. 


It is no wonder that Czecho- 
slovakia now must import meat 
and butter from the Soviet Un- 
ion, no marvel at all that the 
cost of food in Prague is higher 
than anywhere else in Europe 
with the exception of Warsaw.

The electricity failed while 
my guide and I were having 
lunch in that cafeteria off 
Prague's Wencesias-square. 


“This is not too bad, a power 
ons a ia:w, he said. .“The 
lights will be on again by 8 
o'clock. Sometimes there is no 
electricity all day.” 


My guide did not complain 
about the power cut, the food, 
or the price—it would take an 
average Czech one and a half 
hours to earn the 80 cents he 
paid for two spoonfuls of beef 
cubes. After a chance encoun- 
ter I had in a cafe the evening 
before I knew that complaints 
made in public places often 
reach the ears of the secret 
police. 

This cafe conversation began 
by accident and with an. acci- 
dent. I knocked a man’s beer 
over. 

I apologized in English, and 
after the waitress had brought 
some more beer (about 40 cents 
a pint) the stranger began to 
talk to me—in English. 

It seemed that he had served 
with the British forces during 


the war and was now a superin- 
tendent in a local factory. I 
was interested to know how his 
workmen had reacted to the 
riots in Pilzen over the devalu- 
ation of the currency. 

He said: “Those riots were 
put down by force, but there 
are more subtle ways of dealing 
with malcontents. Let me tell 
you about one of my men who 
came to work one morning full 
of complaints. He said he was 
—as you say in English—fed up 
with the electricity cuts which 
made it impossible for his chil- 
dren to have anything hot for 
breakfast. He also grumbled 
about how much food costs 
these days, the price of coal, 
the difficulties of saving up for 
good boots. 
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é6 T THE midday break he 
A disappeared. He did not 
come to work the next 
day or the day after that. Then 
one of my staff told me he had 
been taken away by the police.” 
Later I heard that he had been 
sent to jail for three months for 
attempting to ‘undermine the 
regime by causing discontent 

and disaffection. 

“I knew who had reported 
him to the police,” my Czech 
companion went on. “It was a 
woman, a widow with two chil- 
dren. But, of course, I did not 
Say anything to her about the 
man’s arrest. She knew, how- 
ever, that I knew she was an 
informer. 

“One day she came to my of- 
fice. She started to cry. She 
said she was very much troubled 
about how the man’s wife and 
children were getting on while 
the man was in jail. I said to 
her: ‘This is a fine time to start 
worrying about them. This is a 
fine time to start having a con- 
science.’ ”’ 

“Then this woman said to me: 
‘I could not help it. The police 
stopped me one day when I was 
going home and said that if I 
did not agree to make reports 
about people in the factory I 
would lose my job. My children 
would then go hungry, because 
I would never get any more 
work with the police against me. 
What could I do? Whose chil- 
dren should go hungry, his or 
mine? There was no choice for 
me.’ ”

eden Accompanies Wildlife Management Officials on Flight Down the Mississippi 


By Dickson Terry 


VERY year about this time 
F the ducks nesting up and 
down the Mississippi river, 
as well as along other flyways 


over the country, get the sur- 
prise of their lives. It comes in 
the form of airplanes, which 
give the impression of wanting 
to join the flock, The planes 
fly right down almost on the 
ducks and then swoop away, 
leaving the birds in a state prob- 
ably bordering on emotional 
hysteria. 

The ducks rise like a cloud 
from the water, whirl in circles, 
ask one another questions such 

“What in the world is going 
on here’? and then settle down 
on water or field with a topic of 
conversation which should last 
them through the rest of the 
winter season. 

There is, however, no cause 
for alarm. On the contrary, it’s 
all for their own good. They 
are merely having their census 
taken by men who every year 
hunt ducks by airplane to get 
an estimate of whether the duck 
population is going up or down. 

The count is made by the 
United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service, with the co-operation of 
the United States Naval Re- 
serve, which supplies the planes 
and pilots. The census is made 
in eastern Missouri by two 
United States game management 
agents with names like Notre 
Dame quarterbacks. They are 
Victor Blazevic, stationed at St. 
Charles, and Gerald Pospichal, 
stationed at Sikeston, Mo. 


When I learned that Blazevic 
and Pospichal were making 
their annual check, I asked for 
permission to go along. I had 
to be cleared by both the United 
States Fish and Wildlife Service 
and the Navy, but this was ac- 
complished with no great diffi- 
culty. A couple of mornings 
later I was called by Lt. Ed 
Roeder, public relations officer 
at the Naval Air Base at Lam- 
bert Field, who said they were 
ready to take off. They had 
been waiting for the right kind 
of flying weather. The scouting 
plane plays tag with the tree- 
tops, and they don’t like to take 
any more chances than they 
have to. 


At the airport the two “duck 
hunters” were ready to go. 
Their trip, they explained to me 
over a cup of coffee in the ward 
room, is part of a survey being 
undertaken in every state in 
the union at this season of the 
year. They are assisted not only 
by all United States Naval air 
stations, but also by the Air 
Force. Also co-operating are the 
conservation commissions of the 
various states, 


* * * 


HE flight we were about to 
T take, Blazevic explained, was 

the second of three in East- 
ern Missouri. They had made 
one a few days before which 
took them up the Mississippi to 
Keokuk and then over to and 
along the Missouri river. This 
trip would take us down the Mis- 
sissippi to the Arkansas border, 
taking in Horseshoe Lake over 
in Illinois on the way, and then 
across Southern Missouri to the 
St. Francois river to check it, 
then to Mingo Swamp and Lake 
Wappapello. 


The purpose ‘of the census {is 
fo gain not only some idea of 
the number of ducks, but also 
the species, and to learn to 
what extent they are wintering 
in this section of the country. 
In addition to those who observe 
by plane, there are many others, 
Blazevic explained, observing 
from the ground in water con- 
centration areas. 


The plane observers not only 
re-check the figures of the 
ground observers, but they also 
spot places that are almost im- 
possible to reach except by air. 
Blazevic made it clear, of 
course, that they don't claim to 
come up with the exact duck 
population right down to the 
last mallard. They only strive 
to get a fair index of how many 
there are, and where they are. 

“As we fly along,” he said, 
“we spot . concentrations of

birds. and then we make an 


estimate of the number.” 


I asked him how they did it. 
I mentioned the story of the 
cattleman who made split-second 


, estimates of the number of cat- 


tle in a herd. Someone asked 
him how he did it, and he said 
it was simple. Just count their 
legs and divide by four. 

Blazevic said they didn’t do it 
Guite like that. It’s largely a 
matter of practice, he explained. 
When you see a hvge flock sit- 
ting on the water, you sort of 
block off a small area and judge 
their density. Then you go on 
from there. 


One of the things they were 
particularly interested in, he 
explained, was the number of 
waterfowl wintering in eastern 
Missouri. Ducks seem to be 
wintering farther north than 
they used to, with a lot of them 
wintering in this section. That 
doesn’t necessarily indicate a 
trend, he hastened to add with 
scientific caution. It could be 
the result of a few mild winters. 


Lt. Roeder said that our 
party would be in two Navy 
planes, twin-engine Beechcrafts. 
Blazevic and Pospichal would be 
in one, along with their pilot, 
Chief Aviation Pilot Frank 
Price, and Aerial Photographer 
E. C. Jaco. I would ride in the 
other plane along with Roeder 
and Mark ‘Thomson of St. 


Charles, another interested 
spectator, Our pilots were Lt. 
Al Holt and Lt. Paul Har- 


brough, both, incidentally, vet- 
erans of the Korean war. 


Thomson and I couldn't fly 


SUNDAY MORNING, 


with the wildlife men, it was ex- 
plained, because of the danger. 
They would be flying some- 
times less than 100 feet above 
the water, while we had orders 
to go no lower than 500 feet. 


Later, when I saw the other 
plane virtually skimming the 
treetops over wooded hills 


where you couldn't land a toy 
parachute, I had reason to agree 
with this decision. It seemed 
like a wise one. 


I was fitted out with a fur- 
lined flying jacket, and we took 
off. After circling a couple of 
times, Lt. Holt, who was at the 
controls, spotted the other 
plane, and we took out after 
them.

ROM behind and above it ap- 
F peared the other plane was 

skimming the water. We cir- 
cled north to make a turn up 
the river as far as Alton, and 
soon after made radio contact 
with the other plane. We fol- 
lowed the curve of the river, 
but all I could see was water 
and large stretches of pale 
brown mud and sand which re- 
flected the extent of the drouth, 
and the gray and lonely looking 
trees and fields along the river. 


Even when the men from the 
other plane called attention, by 
radio, to a flock of birds, I still 
couldn't see anything. It looked 
to me like several thousand 
black specks along the water's 
edge. But when the other plane 
circled them, so low it looked 
as though they were actually 
stirring them to life with a 
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wingtip, the ducks started mov- 
ing. It looked as though part 
of the river bank had come to 


: life. 


Hundreds of ducks skimmed 
along the water, rose to the air 
in a mass and started circling. 
As the plane passed on they 
circled back and settled down 
where they had been. 

In time, I got so I could spot 
concentrations of birds from the 
air. but to estimate the num- 
ber seemed hopeless. Holt, who 
had been on a previous expedi- 
tion, had begun to look upon 
himself as quite a spotter. We 
passed one small concentration. 
A thousand ducks, he _  an- 
nounced. Then we talked to the 
other plane and got their esti- 
mate. About 300, they said, 
which proved the truth of some- 
thing Blazevic had told me be- 
fore we took off. 

“Most people,” he said, “over- 
estimate the number of birds. 
We try to underestimate, if any- 
thing, just to be safe.” 


“If you show someone 300 
pennies in your cupped hand, it 
won't look like many. They'll 
underestimate. But throw them 
out on the carpet, and ask for a 
quick estimate, and most people 
will say a thousand.” 

Even harder to spot than those 
on the water, were the birds sit- 
ting in fields along the river. 
The spotting plan led us away 
from the river to a farm a quar- 
ter of a mile away. A light snow 
had made the fields look speck- 
led black and white, and com- 
pletely bare of anything alive. 
But when the piane circled low 


over the field, it seemed as 
though the ground = shivered 
lightly and then came to life. 


Suddenly the air was filled 
not only with ducks, but wild 
geese. They took off in all direc- 
tions. 

Three huge geese disengaged 
themselves from the rest, rose 
high in the air and started di- 
rectly toward our plane, They 
loomed as big as bombers. Holt 
pulled up and the geese pulled 
down and they passed under us. 


“Now you see,” Lt. hoeder 
pointed out, “why we stay up 
here.” 


There were some 25,000 ducks 
and 15,000 geese in the concen- 
tration, they told us from the 
other plane. 


I asked the wildlife men if 
geese and ducks ordinarily hung 
out together. Mallards, they told 
me, often are found with geese. 
Also teals and .pintaws? It de- 
pends on the type of duck, 
whether he’s a puddler or a 
diver. 

* . * 


HE divers are those who tip 
T themselves forward and dive 

deep into the water for some- 
They include the 
canvasbacks, redheads, bluebills 
and ringnecks. The _ puddlers, 
such as mallards, teals and pin- 
tails, merely tip themselves up, 
so to speak, and feed near the 
surface. 


The diving ducks, Blazevic ex- 
plained, stick pretty well to- 
gether and are usually out in 
the water. The puddlers also 
keep together, but nearer to and 
on the bank, which is where 
geese are most often found, too. 


We spotted many concentra- 
tions of ducks, ranging from a 
couple of hundred to several 
thousand, scattered all the way 
down the river to Cairo where 
the Ohio flows in. The largest 
concentration, mentioned above, 
was in the Horseshoe Lake area. 
Near there, too, we found a 
concentration of approximately 
8000 birds. South of Cairo and 
clear to the Arkansas line, how- 
ever, the ducks were few and 
far between and then only in 
small flocks, which would seem 
to bear out the opinion that the 
ducks are wintering farther 
north this year. 


There were onlv small scat- 
tered flocks in Mingo Swamp 
area in Wayne and Stoddard 
counties, even though some 10.- 
000 acres of it are now a game 
refuge. However, it seemed un- 
likely that even the eagle eyes 
of Blazevic and Pospichal could 
spot anything through the dense 
and tangled swamp growth which 
covers the area. A smart duck 
could hide in there and live to 
a ripe old age without ever 
seeing or being seen by a human 
being.

T NOON, we ate lunch from 
A caraboara boxes, thick sand- 

wiches, some lettuce and raw 
carrots and milk to wash them 
down. As we winged along, we 
passed over several towboats. 

In the late afternoon, after 
having checked Lake Wappap- 
pello, the pilots turned toward 
St. Louis, gained altitude and 
speed, and in something like 
half an hour we were back at 
Lambert Field after having 
flown some 800 miles. 

It would be nice to be able to 
tell you how many ducks and 
geese we saw, but the agents are 
not allowed to give out total fig- 
ures, nor the exact location of 
the biggest concentrations. 


“We only try to get an index 
of what's left after the hunting 
season,” they explained. “From 
this, and annual surveys made 
of the breeding grounds in the 
northern states and Canada 
every year, we can gain some 
idea of what the hunting season 
did to the duck population, and 
from this the United States 
Fish and Wildlife Service can 
set length of seasons and game 
limits. 

“You have to bear in mind,” 
they added, “that the margin of 
human error is always present, 
but it’s present every year, so it 
works out in the long run.” 


They did say, however, that 
there are many more ducks win- 
tering along the Mississippi ad- 
jacent to Missouri than there 
used to be, and they also indi- 
cated that the way things look 
now they are not much worried 
about the duck population in 
these parts. It’s doing all right.

HE EXHIBITION of George 
Caleb Bingham election 
paintings opening tomorrow 
at St. Louis County Courthouse 


to stimulate voting in the coun-. 


ty’s bond-issue election under- 
scores the need for an up-to- 
date biography of Missouri's 
foremost artist of the last cen- 
tury. Such a book is in pros- 
pect, fortunately, with the Amer- 
ican Philosophical Society’s re- 
cent $1200 grant for the purpose 
to John Francis McDermott, as- 
sociate professor of English at 
Washington University. 


One problem to be tackled 
concerns Bingham’s two paint- 
ings titled “County Election,” 
both to be shown at the Court- 
house, one owned by the City 
Art Museum, the other by Boat- 
men’s National Bank. The pic- 
tures are alike, superficially at 
least, and because of widespread 
reproduction the scene is one of 
the best known in American 
painting. It is on the artist's 
river series and the election 
trio, of which “County Election” 
ig the Keystone, that Bingham's 
fame will ultimately rest. 


An engraving corresponding 
exactly to the bank’s version was 
made by John Sartain of Phila- 
delphia, who said 18,000 to 20.- 
000 good prints could be made 
from his plate. This estimate 


is quoted in a letter of the 
artist to his friend Maj. John 
S. Rollins of Columbia, Mo. Pre- 


cise figures on distribution are 
lacking. 

Albert Christ-Janer, author of 
the latest Bingham study, points 
out that until 1937 the museum's 
painting was commonly held to 
be the original of the engraving, 
in spite of a suspicion to the 
contrary entertained since 1923 
by C. B. Rollins, son of. the 
artist's friend. Rollins was 
proved right seven years before 
the museum bought its painting 
from the Mercantile Library As- 
sociation in 1944.

CHRIST - JANER’S BOOK, 
published in 1940, reproduces 
the engraving and the museum's 
painting and calls attention to 
two extra figures in the painting 
as well as its more summary 
treatment of foliage. Christ- 
Janer then relates Rollin’s 14- 
year search for the original, 
first purchased for $1000 from 
the artist himself by a Robert 
J. Ward of Louisville. Search 
was complicated by the fact the 
painting was for a time lost. 

Rollins succeeded in buying 
the original in May of 1937. It 
was hanging in the library of his 
home at Columbia at the time 
Christ-Janer completed his re- 
search. Rollins declined to sell 
when the bank tried to buy his 
prized possession. 

In 1940, the year Christ-Janer’s 
book came out, the painting was 
lent to the Carnegie Institute 
for its “Survey of American 
Painting.” In the meantime Rol- 
lins had died; the picture was 
for sale. Like the Metropolitan 
Museum's famous’ Bingham, 
*‘Watching the Cargo,” the origi- 
nal and famous ‘“‘County Elec- 
tion” might have left Missouri 
soil for good.

BUT A NEW YORK art deal- 
er friendly to officials of the 
bank and familiar with their 


desire to buy the painting 
spotted it in the exhibition, 
noted its “for sale” sign and 


notified the bank. After a quick 
decision that later proved to 
have gained a bargain, the bank 
paid $8000 for the canvas. 

This account of how the bank 
kept on Missouri soil a notable 
example of indigenous Missouri 
art has not been reported in 
full before. Two years later, 
however, there was widespread 
criticism when the bank bought 
from the Mercantile Library As- 
sociation two other Binghams 
that had been on loan to the 
museum. It was feared the 
paintings would be lost to Mis- 
souri, for at first the identity 
of the purchaser did not come 
to light. 

Actually, however, these two 
paintings, “Stump Speaking” 
and “Verdict of the People.” 
are seen along with the original 
“County Election” by hundreds 
of persons everv day the busy 
bank is open. They also form 
part of the Courthouse exhibi- 
tion. Interest of the bank in 
the paintings stems from the 
fact the institution was founded 


in the days when Bingham 
flourished as an artist.

MEANWHILE; the full story 
of the museum's “Country Elec- 
tion” has not been told. Having 
been on display previously at 
the museum, it was not made 
the subject of a museum bulle- 


tin article. Perry Rathbone, 
museum director, says docu- 
mentary proof, now lacking, 


would be needed to label it a 
copy. Its extra figures. he feels, 
lend it an interest of its own. 

W. G. Rule, a vice president 
of the bank and author of bro- 
chures on its paintings, con- 
jectures that the museum can- 
vas is a copy of the bank's and 
Was made at the request of one 
of the men whose pictures were 
inserted.

I don’t understand why the 
custard itself would become 
watery, Mr. C. However, you 
might bear in mind that when- | 
ever you combine a hot mixture | | 
and eggs in a custard the hot |: 
mixture should be poured slowly | | 
into the beaten egg, stirring or 
beating constantly. If you haven't 
followed this method, that may 
be your trouble. 

If you mean that there is a 
watery solution between the 
meringue and the custard it- 
self, this probably is due to the 
temperature of the custard at 
the time the meringue is ap- 
plied. Meringue should be placed 
on a warm filling before bak- 
ing. Studies have shown that 
leakage or weeping is apt to 
result if meringue is placed on 
a very cold filling.

The Van de Graff electrostatic generator, as 
the exhibit device is called, is plugged into an elec- 
tric outlet after a hand has been placed on it. The 
current drives a motor that turns a rotating rubber 
belt. A charge is sprayed on the turning belt by a 
small transformer and rectifier, is carried to the 
alloy dome, where a charge of 250,000 volts, with 
harmlessly low amperage, is built up. This static 


charge passes through the body of the demon- 


strator, causing the hair to fly out in all directions. 
At work is nothing more than the basic electric 
principle that like poles repel. 

Keeping one hand on the charged dome, the 
demonstrator can also entertain with such magic- 
like feats as igniting a neon tube or extinguishing 
a match brought close to his other hand. Invisible 
sparks jump from that hand to the tube, ionizing 
and thus spasmodically igniting the gas inside the 
tube. The electrons flow from this hand in a breeze 
strong enough to blow out a match.

T. LOUIS COUNTY is in need of repairs. It is 
like a house that is becoming rundown and 
substandard. The longer the house is neg- 

lected and improvements are put off, the worse its 
condition becomes. Deterioration always snow- 
balls. Inevitably the repairs and improvements 
must be made—at vastly increased costs—or the 
house falls apart. 

The county can fall apart as a community. 
Signs of disintegration already are evident. Its 
traffic ways, for the most part paved and widened 
relics of horse-and-wagon travel, are glutted to the 
point of threatening the county's economic life with 
slow strangulation. Its administrative offices are 
housed in inadequate, even makeshift quarters—in- 
cluding a condemned building—with a resultant 
waste of time and money, and a handicap to ad- 
ministrative services. Hospital facilities are so 
overloaded county residents are “boarded out” in 
St. Louis city, in state, and in private institutions. 

Outmoded voting methods cost county taxpay- 
ers thousands of dollars at every election. Disposal 
of refuse and garbage has become a distasteful 
nuisance and a potential health hazard. The coun- 
ty’s park and recreational areas amount to about 
an acre for every 800 persons, compared to widely 
accepted standards of one acre per 100 people. 

On February 9 St. Louis County citizens will 
decide whether they want to take steps now to pre- 
vent disintegration. Approval of the proposed $44.- 
732,500 bond issue for public improvements would 
provide the means for making the necessary re- 
pairs. It would also provide for future maintenance 
and for continued expansion. The cost would be 
nominal—an estimated total of $117 on property 
assessed at about $2000, the county's average 
assessment valuation. Payment of that $117 would 
be spread out over a period of 26 years. Average 
annual payment on it would be about $4.52. 

Expenditure of the bond issue funds will be 
the responsibility of the County Council. But it 
will be under guidance of a “watch dog” commit- 
tee of prominent citizens, officially called the Citi- 
zens Public Works Advisory Committee. Its mem- 
bers, as county residents and taxpayers, will have 
a selfish interest in seeing the funds are spent wisely. 

The $44,732,500 bond issue will be on the Feb- 
ruary 9 ballot as six propositions. Each proposition 
will list a specified amount of bond funds ear- 
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marked for a definite purpose. Those specified 
funds could not be diverted to any other purpose 
after approval by the voters. The six propositions 
and the amounts allotted are: 

Expressways and highways, $32,124,000; health 
and welfare, $3,458,500; government buildings, $3,- 
000,000; election machinery (voting machines), 
$650,000; sanitary landfill refuse disposal, $1,000.- 
000; development of county-wide parks, $4,500,000. 

The bond issue items are based on recommen- 
dations made by the St. Louis County Financial Ad- 
visory Committee after a careful study of county 
needs, and apply the planning of the St. Louis 
County Plan Commission. Provision of adequate 
quarters for county governmental offices was con- 
sidered one of the primary needs. 


Of the $3,000,000 earmarked for new govern-___. 


ment buildings, half would be used to tear down 
the old courthouse building, part of which dates 
back to 1878 and has been condemned, and replace 
it with a new building. The remaining $1,500,000 
would be spent on construction of a new county of- 
fice building on two county-owned acres across the 
street to the south from the courthouse in Clayton. 

Present county courthouse facilities consist of 
the old courthouse and a new building, erected next 
to it and occupied in 1950. The “twin” courthouse 
is about to burst at the seams from overcrowding. 
The old part is literally falling apart. It is expen 
sive to maintain because of decay, is noisy and 
hard to heat, and often the heating system doesn't 
work. (One jury in the old courthouse made q for- 
mal complaint about the cold.) 

Two divisions of the circuit court have court- 
rooms in a part of the old building erected in 1914. 
The divisions, created last fall, crowded out the De- 
partment of Public Welfare (social services and old- 
age assistance). The county is paying $950 a month 
rent for space for the Welfare Department in a one- 
time planing mill in Maplewood. The Electrical 
Department. functions in a Quonset hut (a former 
tool shed) on the courthouse grounds. The Super- 
intendent of Schools and the departments of public 
health and of hospitals are housed on the County 
Hospital grounds. There is standing room only 
when the County Council meets. Partly because 
there is no available space for it, a Department of 
Parks and Recreation that was provided in the 
charter of 1950 has never been set up. 
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The type of modern, adequate seat of government St. Louis 
County would acquire by approving the bond issue. The ne.

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The $3,458,500 bond issue proposition for health and welfare expansion 
would provide $2,225,000 for an institution for the care and treatment of 
long-term illness. In a separate building on the hospital grounds, as 
shown in architect's drawing above, the institution would have a 150-bed 
capacity. It would operate as a unit of the county Medical Center. 


T. LOUIS COUNTY CAN'T CARE properly for its own ailing residents. Its 
skyrocketing population has greatly outgrown health and welfare facili- 
ties. The county hospital, with a capacity of 250 beds and 33 bassinets, 

is usually filled. The hospital building is in need of major repairs because 
of a chronic lack of funds for the past 20 years. Provision for children is sub- 
standard. There is none for infants and for mentally retarded or physically 
handicapped children. The latter must be cared for in state institutions or 
commercial nursing homes at an annual cost of more than $13,800 to the 
county.

VERY DAY ABOUT 1000 TONS of refuse—garbage and trash are 
collected in St. Louis County. The total refuse collection over 
the next 20 years is expected to be about 9,000,000 tons. It must 
be disposed of. Past practice in general has been to dump refuse 
into sinkholes, old quarries, other low spots. Such open dumps mean 
flies, roaches, mosquitoes, rats, smoke from smoldering trash, ob- 
noxious smells. They are a health hazard that has been increasing 
with the county's population. 

By approval on February 9 of the $1,000,000 bond issue proposi- 
tion for establishing sanitary landfills, county voters would settle the 


refuse disposal problem for years to come. The bond issue funds 
would be spent on the necessary buildings, equipment and land to 
set up a sanitary landfill method for refuse disposal for all the county. 
Adequate land would be acquired to provide landfill space for fu- 
ture needs. 

The landfill method of refuse disposal is one of two generally ap 
proved by enqineers. The other is use of incinerators. Sanitary 
landfills were recommended for St. Louis County because the cost

would be much less than incinerators. It has been estimated that 
because of the county’s size, three incinerator units would be needed 
to avoid long haulage and to dispose of all the refuse. 

Estimated cost of setting up a county incineration system would 
be more than $5,000,000, and disposal of ash and non-combustible 
refuse would still be a problem. Landfills dispose of cll refuse. 
Wasteland can be used for them. Since the refuse is covered with 
soil and compacted, land later can often be reclaimed, used for parks 
or playgrounds, even for farming. Landfills are not an experiment, 
and some already are in satisfactory use in the county.

IGH-SPEED URBANIZATION of St. Louis County, the mush- 

H rooming of numerous subdivisions, is making the need of 

additional parks and recreational areas increasingly impor- 

tant. Parks and recreation areas are assets to community health. 

They are widely recognized as factors in cutting child delin- 

quency. St. Louis County is short of parks. Those it has need 
overhauling, improved facilities and equipment. 

At present the county has only three parks of its own, total- 
ing about 617 acres. The largest is Creve Coeur Lake Park, with 
420 acres, in the western part of the county. Of that, 325 acres 
have been developed for recreation purposes, while 95 acres south 
of Dorsett road are undeveloped woodland. Access roads, com- 
fort stations, playgrounds, cooking pits are badly needed for the 
park. The receding lake on which the park fronts needs dredg- 
ing. In summer Creve Coeur Lake Park is packed to congestion ash, 
with people hunting weekend relaxation. | BAT 

The other two parks are Jefferson Barracks Historical Park, beeches fa 
134.83 acres, and Sylvan Springs Park, 62.45 acres. They adjoin ef 
each other in the southern part of the county. Both are in need 
of repairs and improvements. They are part of the former Jeffer- 
son Barracks, and the historical park, a gift from the Federal Gov- 
ernment, has historic structures and mementoes. A few county 
municipalities have their own parks. : 

A $4,500,000 proposition in the February 9 bond issue pro- 
posal would enable the county to overcome its shortage of parks 
and recreation areas, provide for future needs. With part of the 
funds, the county, over the next five years, would acquire about 
2000 acres of land suitable for park development. By buying 
now, the county will save a lot of money. The county also would 
use part of the funds for clearing the acquired sites, building 
roads and trails, installing shelters, barbecue pits, picnic tables, 
water and sewer lines. 
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A newly developed subdivision in St. Louis County, with its limited out- 
door play facilities, points up the growing need of county owned parks 
and recreation areas. The county is rapidly filling up with such subdi- 
vision developments. Open spaces, where their residents can find healthy 
outdoor recreation, where children can exercise and play instead of 
playing on the streets, are decreasing as the population increases. Park 
and recreation space acquired with bond issue funds would be spotted 
about the county in order to be as accessible as possible to all residents.

paring a very colorful salad. 


Sister Mary Joanna measures the gela- 
tin into one-fourth cup of tomato juice. After 
it has soaked for ut five minutes it is 
dissolved in the remaining tomato juice, 
which has been heated. Lemon juice and 
grated onion are stirred into the mixture, 
then it is chilled until slightly thick and 
syrupy. Cabbage is diced and radishes are 
cut in thin slices.

How Doctors Use an Atomic Blast § 


Here’s a first-hand report on atomic medical advances . . . an explosion 


MOST EXCITING frontier of medical research today is 
the field of atomic medicine. Here, using as “tools” 
radioactive substances made possible through atomic 
research, U.S. doctors are probing some of the deep- 
est mysteries of medicine — and finding exciting new 
ways to treat many diseases. Where is atomic medi- 
cine going? To get a first-hand report on its vast possi- 
bilities, PARADE sent medical writer and editor 
Robert P. Goldman to Washington, D. C. There he 
interviewed Dr. John C. Bugher and Dr. Charles L. 
Dunham of the Atomic Energy Commission, top 
authorities on atomic medicine. His report follows: 


WASHINGTON, D. C. 
N ATOMIC “explosion” deep inside your brain. . . 
A radioactive “guided missile” that seeks 
out cancer... 
A portable X-ray machine that fits into 
a suitcase ... 

Radioactive nylon thread sewn right into cancerous 
teeue . . . 

New, living tissue that might mean the difference 
between life and death: 

These are some of the startling new research de- 
velopments in what we have come to know as “atomic 
medicine.”” When the first atom bombs were dropped 
on Japan in 1945, more than just destructive energy 
was released. 

With that historic event a new force for good was 
also unleashed. That force, atomic energy, is medical 
science’s newest “baby.” It is just over five years old. 
Already it is being put to use in hospitals across 
the U. S. 

Radioactive iodine, in the “atomic cocktail,” is 
proving to be of great value in disorders of the thyroid 
gland. Radioactive phosphorus is helping fight certain 
blood ailments. And radioactive cobalt now serves as 
a weapon against cancer (PARADE, Nov. 15, 1953). 

What’s behind “atomic medicine”? 
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Just this: when you place an element in an atomic 
“pile” or reactor, it becomes radioactive itself. (That 
is, it emits rays which can be traced by a Geiger 
counter.) 

Now these radioactive elements, if introduced into 
the body, can do several things. They can act as 
“tracers” to show hoW the body uses certain materials. 
They can, by emitting rays, actually destroy disease 
cells. And they can supply an efficient yardstick to 
measure some functions of the body. There are other 
uses, too, but so far these are the main ones utilized in 
atomic medicine. 

Scientists concerned with atomic medicine are seck- 
ing more techniques and treatments. What are they? 
Where is atom medicine, apparently capable of pro- 
longing life, going now—only eight years after the 
atom so effectively destroyed life? 

These are the questions I brought to Dr. Bugher. 
who its director of the AEC’s division of biology and 
medicine, and to Dr. Dunham, chief of the division’s 
medical branch. 

They were cautious, but they revealed new facts that 
could spell healthier living. They talked about that

atomic “explosion” in a sick person's head, the radio- 
active thread, and many other techniques that might 
affect you. 

>» WHAT ABOUT THAT “EXPLOSION"’? It has been tried 
experimentally on a few “hopeless” brain tumor Cases 
It did not cure them, but for some. it added many 
months of comfort to their lives. 

Here's how it works: 

A solution of “boron 10” is injected into the patient's 
blood stream and concentrates in the brain tumor 
[hen a beam of neutrons is shot from a nuclear 
reactor into the tumor. 

When that happens, the boron atoms “explode,” in 
effect. In the explosion, which, of course, the patient 
cannot feel, tumor cells are destroyed. 

Of course this treatment, developed at Brookhaven 
National Laboratory, Upton, N. Y., ts still in the test 
Stage, but it holds real hope for the future. 
> THE RADIOACTIVE “GUIDED MISSILE” works differ- 
ently. Again, researchers are seeking to apply it to 
certain cancer cases. In experimental animals certain 
antibodies of the kidney and other organs can be built 
up. These antibodies can be removed from the animal 
and made radivactive. 


Radioactive Antibodies 


HEN, the radioactive antibodies can be injected 
‘Tie still another animal and they will seek out 
specific parts of the animal's body. It is the hope 
here, that the radioactive antibodies will by-pass 
healthy cells, go right to cancer cells and destroy them. 
Pioneering in this effort is the Sloan-Kettering In- 
Stitute for Cancer Research in Néw York and the 
University of Michigan medical school. 
>» A portable X-ray machine in which both military 
and civilian doctors are interested, has just been de- 
veloped. It weighs about 50 pounds and uses as its 
power source radioactive thulium. There is nothing 
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promising ...So do others ... the X-ray... diet...

deep in your brain... “hot” nylon thread to fight cancer . . . and others 


to plug in because there’s no need for outside power. 

There are still some bugs in this “atomic X-ray,” 
but it could have many uses. 

It might be used in the future by highly-trained 
doctors right in your home. In other words, the doctor 
might arrive with his black bag, plus the portable 

X-ray as another of his tools. 
' Dentists, too, are interested in the “atomic X-ray” 
because it might serve more efficiently to provide 
needed information about patients’ dental health. 

Military doctors might be able to use such an’ X-ray 
device right on the battlefield. If the doctors could 
get X-ray pictures of wounded soldiers on the battle- 
field, the chances for saving their lives could be in- 
Creased in many Cases. 
> “RADIOACTIVE THREAD" is one of the most unusual 
techniques now being used by scientists. It -has been 
tried on cases of cancer of the uterus by Ohio State 
University doctors. 

It works this way: A fine cobalt wire is made radio- 
active. The radioactive wire is strung through the 
center of nylon thread. 

The thread is sewn right into the cancer tissue of 
the patient and left there for several hours. Then it is 
_ removed. The doctors hope that the radioactivity 
given off will destroy the cancer tissue. 

Why use thread? It is easier to work with and can 
be sewn to conform to the exact shape of the cancer 
itself. This, too, is still in the test stage. 

In addition, similar tests have been made with 
radioactive gold wire. These techniques are new and 
only a few human cases have been treated thus far. 
>» At Northwestern University, a group of researchers 
have hit on a finding involving RADIOACTIVE GOLD. 
It is used in the building of new tissue. 

When a brain tumor is removed surgically, some 
diseased tissue may remain in the patient’s brain. 
Scientists have found, however, that radioactive gold, 
when combined with certain other substances, can 


clear out the diseased tissue without preventing the 
building of new “supportive” tissue t0 replace it. 

The experiments were carried out in animals, but 
they suggest an application to human cases. If what 
has been discovered with animals works in people, 
the technique could save lives otherwise lost. 

it is also possible that the technique will have appli- 
cation in surgery involving the stomach and perhaps 
the lungs. 
>» BRAIN TUMORS are among the most difficult to diag- 
nose. But Massachusetts General Hospital, Boston,

has made significant progress with a new diagnostic 
method. 

Using radioisotopes, the Boston doctors have been 
able to pin-point the location of brain tumors in 
patients, a vital first step in successful treatment. 

One of the great advances in atomic medicine may 
come within two years. Within that period, it is hoped 
that at least two reactors will be built for medical 
use only. They will be the first of their kind. 

The reactors will provide a source of gamma radia- 
tion equal to five million-volt X-ray machines. In addi- 
tion, the reactors will produce radioisotopes for tse in 


treating patients in nearby hospitals. 

But research isn't standing still, waiting for the new 
reactors to be completed. 

In February or March, the first high intensity radio- 
active CESIUM 137 source will be completed. It is ex- 
pected that cesium will take its place alongside radio- 
active cobalt as a weapon against cancer in many parts 
of the body. 

Studies are going forward to determine if there is 
a way to regulate diet in order to better withstand 
radiation. Military leaders are very much interested 
in findings of California scientists. They have learned 
that apparently certain fatty substances added to the 
diets of animals seem to protect them from the damag- 
ing effects of radiation. 

Scientists cannot talk in terms of “cures” achieved 
by atomic medicine. But they can and do talk of how 
radioisotopes and atomic materials have prolonged 
life, eased the pain of illness and brought physical 
comfort to many stricken people. 


The Secret of Life 


HESE HAVE been the major accomplishments of 
atomic medicine since the A-bomb first smashed 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 

But the peacetime ambitions of atomic scientists 
do not end with the diagnoSis and treatment of disease. 

They are seeking the answer to an even more funda- 
mental question. 

That question involves the secret of life itself—how 
life begins and how it flourishes. 

Using their invaluable tool, radioisotopes, scientists 
are seeking to find what keeps healthy cells in the body 
healthy and what causes them to grow abnormally. 

When they find the answers to those questions, 
they will be able to talk of absolute cures for cancer 
—and other illnesses which have puzzled medical 
science for hundreds of years. « 
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HAT DOES America mean to me? 

If 1 can define beauty, buoyancy and 
brotherhood, then you'll know how I feel 
about my country. 

I never fail to be delighted by the 

beautiful face America wears. In the theater we do 
a lot of traveling, stopping in little towns. as often

@ THE NEWS burst like a bomb. Millions had read in Reader's 
Digest (and in book form) an exciting report by Quentin Reynolds 
on the spy exploits of a man named George DuPre. By comparison 
with “The Man Who Wouldn't Talk” all other spy stories paled. 
Reynolds told DuPre’s story: how he parachuted into France, 
posed as an idiot, was cruelly tortured by Nazis, stole Nazi secrets 
and smuggled English fliers back home. 

And then one day DuPre’s whole story blew up. It was an in- 
credible hoax. DuPre, a respected citizen, had fooled Reynolds, 
Reader’s Digest, Random House, millions of readers—and himself. 
He had never been a spy, had never even been to France! 

Why did DuPre do it? And how have his friends in Calgary, 
acted? PARADE sent Karl Kohrs north to Calgary to find out. 
Here is Kohrs’ report.- THE EDITORS.

Here’s what home town friends & neighbors say about 


uPre had told a story of being a spy in 

World War Il. It appeared in book form 

under the title; “The Man Who Wouldn't 

Talk.” Not long after, the book was 

branded a fake. The embarrassed pub- 

lishers (Random House) changed it tn their advertis- 
ing from “fact” to “fiction.” : 

What happens to a man like DuPre, a respected 
civic leader, when he is branded publicly as a liar? 
How do his friends act? What does the home town 
think of him? 

It all depends on his friends. 

I know, I went to Calgary and talked to DuPre and 
the people who know him. Here is the strange story 
of the Big Lie that backfired. 

The blackest day in George DuPre’s life was No- 
vember 12, 1953. Into his office walked a local reporter 
who had interviewed him about his book. 

“George.” said the reporter, “we've been checking 
your story. The facts dont match. Your book ts 
a fake from start to finish. Sorry, George, but we're 
breaking the story in tomorrow's paper.” 

Tomorrow” was Friday the thirteenth. 

“When that reporter walked in,” said DuPre later, 
“f said to myself: “This ts it. 

“My stomach tied itself into a knot. 1 don't know 
how I got through the rest of the day. 1 was so sick 
! was almost afraid to drive home. 

“| had just enough sense to remember I was sched- 
uled to talk to a men’s church group that night. I 
didn't want to let them down, so I kept the date. 

“But I changed my speech—I always talk without 
notes anyway. Instead of telling my war experiences. 
1 made a general talk about the importance of getting 
young people interested in church work. 

“| didn't tell my wife anything when I got home. 
1 decided I'd let her have one more night's peaceful 
sleep. I didn’t sleep a wink, of course.” 

Friday morning, DuPre went to work as usual. But 
by noon, he said, the shock and worry “built up in- 
side” until he could stand it no longer. He told his 
secretary, Mrs. Heen Watson, he wasn't feeling well 
and then went home. 

On the way, he stopped at his doctor's office. He'd 
had a bad day, he told his doctor, and wanted some- 
thing to quiet his nerves.

out shopping. Pacing the floor, George waited. 
When she came in, he blurted out: “Muriel, the 
whole thing has blown up.” 

Mrs. DuPre said simply: “I've been waiting for 
something to happen. I'm glad it’s over.” 

Then DuPre collapsed, and Mrs. DuPre put him to 
bed. He stayed there for five days. He couldn't sleep 
and he couldn’t eat. He just stared at the ceiling. 

Meanwhile, reporters and photographers from the 
U.S. and Canada stormed George’s pleasant home in 
suburban Calgary. Mrs. DuPre, determined to protect 
her two sons, David, six, and Glenn, five, from un- 
savory publicity, turned newspapermen away. 

Then came friends and neighbors. One woman 
knocked at the back door. Mrs. DuPre held her 
breath. 

Then the neighbor said: “Anything I can do to 
help? How is George? Can I take care of the boys?”

Later, businessmen called. The first was a former 
boss—one of the most prominent men in the Alberta 


‘Provincial Government. DuPre had been one of his 


administrative staff. 

“George,” he said quietly, “when you're on your 
feet again, go out and meet people—meet them with 
dignity and humility.” 

Next came DuPre’s boss, a stern Scotsman. 

He patted DuPre’s shoulder and said: “George, 
lad, things are no. always as black as they seem. Ye'll 
hae your wee job back when you're better. Cheer up.” 

An ex-RCAF fighter pilot told DuPre: “Buck up, 
old boy. Remember, no matter what happens, you're 
always welcome in my home.” 

Then came another man. He had been with DuPre 
in a British Intelligence training course in England in 
1943. He offered help, then he and his wife took the 
DuPre children out for the day so that Mrs. DuPre 
could get some much-needed rest. 

One evening, an oil prospector, a strapping six- 
footer, called, bringing a bottle of the best Scotch 
whiskey he could buy in Calgary. 

“Look here, old man,” he said, “what's all this 
about? Get out of that bed and forget your troubles 
right off. Remember, the sun wil] shine tomorrow.” 

Then there was the bouquet of red carnations, de- 
livered with a note that read: “To 4 courageous 
couple.” The note was unsigned. 

The kindness and generosity of George's friends 
did him more good, he said, than all the money in 
the world. His strength came back, his nerves quieted 
and he was able to eat again. 

And his boss was as true as his word. Back at his 
desk, DuPre took up his work (branch manager of a 
chemical company) where he had left off that dark 
Friday the thirteenth. 
>» What made George DuPre tell the lie that nearly 
ruined his life? 

“I did wrong,” he says. “I Anow I did wrong, but 
I didn't mean to harm anybody. When I spoke to men’s 
groups and Boy Scouts I used those spy stories to show 
that if a man held on to his faith he could even 
stand up under Nazi torture. 

“And I can tell you this: / never told a lie when 
/ gave my talks. | mean, Id tell about these experi- 
ences as happening to somebody else. 

“The thing got out of hand when I began filling in 
details that were to be put into the book. I'd told 
these stories so many times that I honestly believed 
these things had happened to me. 

“I got to the point where I couldn't tell where 
fact began and fiction ended. Sometimes I'd say to 
myself: “Why don't you stop this? Why don't you 
admit these things aren't true?’ 

“But something held me back. Maybe it was be- 
cause people said my message was an inspiration.” 

Men who heard DuPre say it was true: the effect 
of his talks was astonishing. This shy, soft-spoken man 
of 50, with ruddy face and iron-grey hair, could hold 
an audience spellbound and leave them inspired. 

Says W. Boyd McFetridge, Calgary motor dealer, 
who heard DuPre give his last talk—the one he made 
after he found out his story had blown up: 

“I'd invited George to talk about his experiences in 
France. But he didn’t mention them at all. Instead, 
he gave a terrific talk on youth training.” 

What puzzles many people is how DuPre was able 
to describe in detail how the Gestapo tortured spies 


they caught in France and how the Underground 
helped fliers who'd been shot down and got them back 
to England. 

DuPre actually was in England during the war, 
attached to RCAF Intelligence. But there he had only 
a routine desk job known as “de-briefing.” He ques- 
tioned fliers who had been shot down over France. 
evaluated their reports, then told them what they could 
or could not say about their experiences. 

A sensitive, imaginative man, he began to identify 
himself with the pilots whose bizarre stories he list- 
ened to day after day. 

After the war he became interested in Boy Scout 
work. He would tell stories about pilots whose faith 
and courage had saved their lives. The more he told 
these stories, the more they became part of him. In 
his de-briefing work, he picked up the phrase that 
became the theme of his talks: “You can't have guts 
without God.” 


Refuses to Take Money 


for his spy story. Any royalties due him from 

the book are to go to the Boy Scouts. His speak- 
ing tours he made on his own time. He wouldn't even 
take money to cover mileage of his car. 

“Sometimes after I'd talk,” he says with a chuckle, 
“they d ask me what my fee was. I'd say: “Nine- 
hundred-and-ninety-nine-dollars. Turn it over to the 
Boys Scouts.” 

At the end of my interview with DuPre, I said | 
would like to ask him four questions. He could answer 
Or not, as he pleased. Here is how it went: 

Q: Were you ever in France? 

A: No. 

Q: There is a scar on the under side of your jaw. 
You said a Gestapo agent hit you, and a ring on his 
finger slashed your face. Is that true? 

A: No. That happened when I was a trapper in 
the Arctic. One day I stumbled and cut my jaw on a 
jagged piece of ice. 

Q: What caused the injury to your right index 
finger? You said the Gestapo man clamped it in 
a vice then kicked your feet out from under you. 

A: I broke that finger setting a fox trap. 

Q: You said a Gestapo man broke your nose with 
his fist, then “reset” it by punching you again. Is that 
what happened? 

A: No. When I came back from England in 1946, 
| underwent an operation in a military hospital to 
correct a deviated septum. 

I closed my notebook. DuPre gave a heavy sigh of 
relief and mopped his brow. 

“I'm glad this is over,” he said softly. “It's like . 
having a wound that’s just healed, then somebody 
probes it open again... 

“I'm not weak—but it hurts. Some people thought 
I'd take to drink because of this. That’s a coward’s 
way out. 

“I don’t know what would have happened if my 
friends hadn't stuck by me. I probably would have 
gone some place where nobody could find me. 

“But I’ve found that there are a lot of fine people 
in this world. Now it’s between me and my conscience. 
The nights are still bad... 

“I know Pll lick this thing. But sometimes I think 
I still haven't been punished enough”. . . « 


D Prt has consistently refused to take any money

“As a speaker, DuPre was highly re- 
varded by the Canadian Scouts. His 
story had a lot of appeal. If it had been 
true, it would have been a great contri- 
bution. It went bad when DuPre made 
it his story. Untruth took away its 
value. It is unfortunate, but I'm neither 
accusing nor condemning him.”

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THE MAJOR and minor leagues held their 
annual winter meetings recently to solve 
baseball’s problems. Again they failed to 
Pass new, tougher rules against the danger- 
ous “beanball” that annually injures lots of 
players. 

Here, Brooklyn Dodger outfielder Carl 
Furillo, last season’s National League bat- 
ting king, tells what should be done to end 
the menace.

BROOKLYN, N.Y. 
AVE You ever been hit on the head 
by a baseball travelling from 70 to 
90) miles an hour? That's a “bean- 
ball.” 

I'm practically an authority on the subject. 
I've been hit on the head six times in my 
major league career. ROY CAMPANELLA and 
I have been sharing the honors, but I am 

leading—by a head. 

Baseball officials should do something 
about it before somebody is killed, like RAY 
CHAPMAN of ihe Indians who died after 
being hit in 1921. 

Now a pitcher can be warned or banned if 
he throws an intentional beanball. You have 
to prove it and that’s almost impossible. 

A batter can usually tell when a pitcher 
is trying to “flip” or “dust” him. That’s base- 
ball language for a knockdown. 

A pitch that whizzes a foot inside may be 
just a warning to.a batter to stop hogging 
the plate. But a pitch three feet inside and 
back of your head—well, under certain cir- 
cumstances, that’s meant for keeps. 

Another thing: say you hit seventh in the

batting order. What are you to think when 
a pitcher has perfect control for the first six 
batters and then loses it completely for you? 
You'd be a little suspicious. 

And if you're hit, you may be badly 
hurt. There’s no sensation in sport quite as 
terrible as being beanballed. I've boxed and 
played football and I know. You usually go 
numb and fall into something of a dream. 

When BOB RUSH, of the Cubs, hit me in the 
head last season, I suffered a burning pain. 
Many people who saw the incident on tele- 
vision thought I was seriously injured. | 
could have been—but for the protective liner 
I wear under my cap. 

I realize that many beanballs are acciden- 
tal. Last Spring, in an exhibition game, JULIO 
MORENO, a Washington Senators’ Cuban 
hurler, winged me in the head. He apolo- 
gized after I recovered from the shock: 
“Sorry, Carl! Curve ball—no break!” 


it Was My Fault 


ND THERE Was the time that CAL HOGUE, 
A of the Pirates, hit me in 1952. That 
was the fault of my own eyes. 

I'll always remember how it happened. 
Somehow, I lost sight of the ball when it left 
Hogue’s hand. | couldn't follow its flight. 
I “froze” as if petrified. At the last instant, 
I threw my arm up. The ball skidded and 
hit me right between the eyes. I was shaken 
up, but I rallied quickly. 

It proved to be the luckiest beaning of my 
eight years with the Dodgers. The accident 
set me to thinking. My vision had been trou- 
bling me more and more. It was time I did 
something about it. I did. An operation in 
January last year removed a covering over 


head 
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the pupil of my left eye and some grit that 
had become imbedded in my right eye. 

My improved sight helped me reach my 
top batting average—.344 to win the 1953 
National League title. 

My first beaning took place when SHEL- 
DON JONES, then with the Giants, conked 
me in 1949. That ball must have bounced 
40 feet after making contact with my head. 


One in the Ribs 


AL MAGLIE, of the Giants; once caught 
me a wicked one in the mbs—but major 
leaguers are hit so often in the ribs we 

don't even count them. 

Too many beanballs are not accidents. 
I've been around baseball since 1940. Many 
times a decision is made to knock down a 
batter at a pre-game meeting in the club- 
house, or in a session on the bench. I’m sure 
that happened with one of my beanings, but 
I won't go into details. 

I knew one manager who used to say to a 
pitcher before a game: “If I were you, | 
wouldn't let that guy take the bread and but- 
ter out of my mouth. Stick a pitch in his 
ear!” Well, stick one close to a batter's ear 
and you're liable to stick one against his head. 
That’s when “accidents” happen. 

Don't get me wrong. Batters often take un- 
necessary chances. Early in my career I de- 
termined that my success as a batter would 
depend on my standing right up to the plate. 
And I realize that with the Dodgers in top 
competition we'll be in for some rough ses- 
sions. But when a player gets hit on the head 
Six times it is more than coincidence. 

_It’s my firm opinion that no good pitcher 
~—and we have several in our league—has to 
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Knock you down to win. No experienced 
pitcher is so wild that he has to throw behind 
a man’s head. The good ones don't. 

WARREN SPAHN, of the Milwaukee Braves, 
is good. So is Rush, of the Cubs, in spite of 
the tact that he hit me accidentally. And I 
sull have to see MURRY DICKSON, of the 
Pirates, or HARRY PERKOWSKI, of the Cards, 
knock a man down. The same ts true of 
ROBIN ROBERTS and CURT SIMMONS, of the 
Phils. 

Or take LARRY JANSEN, of the Giants, who 
is always tough for the Dodgers. When he 
hits a man, it really means that his control 
is gone, and you'll notice that he doesn't 
last long in the box after that. 

In the long run, the “flippers” of baseball 
don't last. The good pitcher has the ability 
to get you out legitimately. 


A Hot Pitcher 


HAT’S THE inside story of baseball—when 
i ¥ pitcher is hot, when his fast ball is hit- 
ting the inside and outside corners of the 
plate, and his slider and curve are working, 
he's tough to bat against, even without any 
beanballing. 
On the other hand, when a batter ts hot, 
[ don't care if the pitcher throws one under 
the plate or six feet high—he won’t get struck 
out. That's when a pitcher is apt to attempt 
u beanball. 
What can be done about it? 
Here are some suggestions: 
@ Increase the penalties against the pitcher 
who hits a batter, even accidentally. At pres- 
ent, a hit batter can take one base. Let him 
take two, or more. 
@ Instead of barring only the pitcher who 
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as beaned in a 1950 game. 


throws a deliberate beanball, bar or fine the 
coach or manager. 

@ If it's impossible for the regular umpires 
to spot a deliberate beanball, because they re 
too busy. add another umpire. 

We have good umpires, but they should 
be more severe when they think funny work 
is going on. Catchers usually do not call 
for “dusters,” but on some baseball clubs 
they do. 


Umpire’s Job 


SPOKE to an umpire once and he said that

“duster,” he'd get him out of the game 
even if he had to start the rhubarb himself. 

| hope to be with the -Dodgers another 
half dozen years by using my head—but not 
as a target. DON ZIMMER and DON THOMP-

fered fractured skulls in the minors, and the 
aftermath has not been healthy. A guy gets 
jumpy. ) 

When I dashed across the field to the New 
York Giants’ dugout last season, after hav- 
ing been struck in the wrist by pitcher RUBEN 
GOMEZ at the Polo Grounds, it was the last 
straw. It could have been my head. 

My wife, Fern, has been a good sport, but 
| know it upset her. My four-year-old, Butch, 
is so used to my being hurt that when a re- 
porter asked him how my hand was, shortly 
after the World Series, the kid answered: 
“Pop will survive!” 

No doubt I will. But for the good’ of base- 
ball, starting with the 1954 season, something 
should be done about beanballs. We shouldn't 
wait for another tragedy, like the death of 
Ray Chapman. 


Does The Bible
